SHIPOWNERS AGAINST THE 
FEDERATION. 

From Councillor T. M. Walsh, London 
District Secretary to the Seamen’s Union, 
we learn that a woman, who keeps a sea- 
men’s boarding-house in London, is accused 
of manufacturing so-called seamen at a rate 
which, if she had received the Queen’s 
Bounty for each, would have gone far to 
break a bank. It is stated that she has 
been engaged in distributing fictitious dis- 
charges to various men, who were thus 
enabled to pass as seamen, and qualified 
for employment under

On Wednesday the woman was arrested, 
and next day (Feb. 26) she was brought 
up at Thames-street Police Court and 
remanded for a week, £500 bail being re- 
quired for her, and £250 for a man accused 
of being her confederate in this business. 

At the meeting of the Unionists, held in 
the Colonial Hall, Cardiff, on Tuesday night, 
| some remarkable revelations were made by 
a portion of a crew shipped on board a 
Cardiff steamer, most of whom had not 
been to sea before, and were sent back 











after the vessel had arrived at Milford 
Haven. Seven men were landed on the 
Barry Beach on Tuesday afternoon, and 
were met between Barry Dock and Cadox- 
ton by Union delegates Beatty and Hincks. 
Three of the

and the remainder went with the officials, 
who gave them food and brought them to 
the Union headquarters at Cardiff. The 
names of the four alleged seamen are:— 
Thomas Phillips, of 14, Melbourne-terrace, 
Bristol, who shipped as A.B.; James Chall, 
of Queenstown, who signed as fireman; 
Fred Thomas, Thomas Town, Merthyr, 
who was taken on as A.B.; and Alfred 
Bouster, of Stafford-road, Bristol. These 
attended the meeting in the Colonial Hall, 
and related their 
EXPERIENCES 


to the crowded audience. Thomas Phillips, of 
Bristol, was the first called upon. He said: 
About four o'clock on Friday afternoon last 
I was going down Bute-road, when I was 
met by a boarding-house keeper, who said, 
“Do you want to go to sea?” I said, 
“Yes.” He said, “ Very well, come along 
with me, there is a boat going now.” 
With that we went to the boarding. 
house and he rigged me out. It was 
a rig out. (Laughter.) With that we 
slipped down by the back way to the 
docks. (Laughter.) The runner to the 
boarding-house keeper came with us. We 
jumped aboard the ship, which was just 
going out. The captain says to me, 

“ Arg You an A.B.?” 

T said, “ Yes, sir.” (Laughter.) He said, 
“Very well, sign here,” which I did. He 
called upon another man who was with me, 
and asked him to sign, too. Well, we got 
out. The weather was a bit rough— 
(laughter)—and the captain had to stop on 
the bridge. He asked one of my mates 
whether he knew the points of the compass. 
He said, ‘How is her head?” My mate 
said, 

“T Don’t Kxow, Sm.” 
(Laughter.) The captain said, “Then what 
the —— did you come aboard for?” 
(More laughter.) My mate replied, “ Well, 
sir, the boarding-house keeper told me to 
come on board to learn seamanship.” 
(Renewed laughter) ‘You had better 
clear out,” said the captain. ‘How can I 
get out on shore, sir?” ‘“ Anyway you 
like; jump overboard and 

Drown Yoursetr.” 
(Roars of laughter.) The captain then had 
me up on the bridge and said, “Can you 
steer?” I said, ‘‘ Yes, sir, a little.” “ Well, 
how is her head?” ‘“ North-east by north,” 
I replied. He said, “ Very good, you stand 
at the wheel,” and we went on for a bit. 
All at once the first mate said, ‘ You —— 
fool, you are going on to the coast.” (Loyd 
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laughter.) He said, “ Pert!” I said, “ Port 
it is, sir.’ He swore and said, ‘It is not,” 
and told me to go down below. I went 
below and had a biscuit. (Laughter.) We 
got to Milford Haven sometime between 
twelve and one on Sunday morning. There 
the ship anchored out. I suppose they 
did not care about going any further, 
because it was rough. (Laughter.) I was 
twiee wringing wet. One of the crew was 
sent on to the fo’castle head to keep a watch. 
White he was doing so, he called out, 
“ Light astern, sir,” and it turned out that 
it was a smack close in which was “ tacking.” 
(Laughter.) The captain ordered him down, 
saying, ‘‘ Come down, you fool,” and

Then the captain got some men from the 
Speedwell, I suppose, and we were put on 
board a tug. e returned on board this 
tug. I was told I was. going to be 
put‘on board the Speedwell, but I said, “I 
don’t want to goon board the Speedwell.

(Laughter.) I was next-told that I would not 
be put on shore at, Cardiff but at Barry, and 
they put seven of us ashore, where we had to 
climb up all the rocks. We, happened to be 
met by two of the delegates of the Sailors’ 
Union, and they took us to a house, gave us 
food and drink, and brought us here. 

Alfred Bouster, Bristol, said: I had

A boarding-house master shipped me last 
Friday. I came into Cardiff on Thursday 
afternoon, and on Friday I was picked up 
by a boarding-house master about dinner- 
time. He did not give me a discharge. He 
told me not to Say that I had not been at 
sea before. He said all I had to do was to 
boil.a kettle and throw a few coals on the 
fire, and I would get: £4 15s. month. 
(Laughter.) . I got £2 7s. 6d. advance, and 
for it I got a pair of trousers, a shirt, a pair 
of drawers, a bar.of soap, and a blanket, 
and my breakfast. ,.We signed on bcard. 

The Chairman (Mr, Wilson): Was the 
geared of Trade officer . there ?—Bouster : 

es. 

Was the boarding-house master on board 
when you signed?—Yes, He was in the 
cabin. y 

You had never been to sea before ?—No. 

And you felt. squalmy and could not eat 
the biscuits? (Laughter.) 

James Chall, of Queenstown, said: I had 
never been to sea before. I came to Cardiff 
on Friday afternoon, having walked from 
Dowlais. A boarding-house master came to 
me and gave me a

and asked me if I would come along with 
him. I said, “Yes,” but wanted some 
lodgings. He said, ‘ Come along with me, 
and I will find you lodgings.” And I went 
with him. He took me into a house and 
gave me a pint of beer. He then took me 
toashop and gave me the suit I have on. 
(Laughter.)., The Chairman: A full-rigged 
fireman's suit! (Laughter.) Chall con- 
tinued: He asked me whether I was ever 
fireman before, and I said ‘‘ No.” Hé asked 
me if l had been at sea before, and I said 
“No, but that I had

in every militia I had gone into.” (Loud 
laughter.) The boarding-house master said, 
“When you get on board don’t tell the 
captaia you have ever been in the militia.” 





He asked me whether I would go as a 
sailor.

He said, ‘Come along with me and I 
will tell the captain you have been on board 
a vessel before.” I asked, “ What vessel 
will you tell him?” and he said, “The 
Waterford.’

The latter asked him if he could 
steer, and he replied “No.” When on 
board he got orders to port, starboard, and 
soon, but he

about it (Laughter.) 

At the conclusion of these extraordinary 
personal narratives,Mr. J. H. Wilson said 
the most remarkable feature of the busi- 
ness was with regard to the Board of Trade 
officials. What were they doing? (A voice : 
“ They are getting tips.”) The superinten- 
dent had told him over and over again that 
he was doing all he could to stop the illegal 
supply of seamen. He (Mr. Wilson) would 
want to know to-day how such men as these 
came to be shipped in the presence of a 
Board of Trade official and the boarding 
masters or their runners? If he could not 
get a satisfactory explanation from the 
superintendent in Cardiff he should go to 
London and ask the officials there. (Cheers.) 
The

that if any person who was not in the con- 
stant employ of the owner introduced a 
man to the captain of a ship and caused 
him to be signed on, he was guilty of 
illegally supplying seamen, and was liable 
to a penalty of £20 for every man so 
supplied. Would any person make him 
believe that a Board of Trade official could 
not tell whether these were bond fide sea- 
men or not? If such an official was not 
able to

when they were signed on the sooner he 
was deprived of his office the better. 
(Applause.) Fortunately for the seamen 
they had a representative on the Local 
Marine Board. He (the chairman) should 
take thesé men round to-day to try and find 
out the boarding-master and the runner in 
question, and they should also be taken to 
the shipping office to try and identify the 
Board of Trade officer. He declared that 
since the strike began not 200 bond fide 
men had been shipped at Cardiff. 

Mr. Harrison, secretary of the Union at 
Barry, described the ‘‘ capture,” and went 
on to say that at Barry and Penarth not 24 
per cent. of Federation men were being 
shipped.

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THE FIGHT FOR FREEDOM. 


VAST MEETING IN LONDON, 

Favoured by fine weather the London Trade 
Unionists mustered in their thousands in Victoria 
Park, London, last Sunday afternoon, to show 
their sympathy with the Seamen’s Union in 
defending the right to combine, and the gathering 
was regarded by many as a sort of review of the 
great army which may soon be engaged ina struggle 
for the very existence of Trade Unionism. The 
long line of banners fluttered in the sunlight, and 
formed a very pretty picture as the procession 
wound its way through the pork, and many bands 
led the processionists on their march from east, 
west, north, and south of London. Almost every 
Union was represented by its banner and a strong 
contingent of members, and there must have been 


20,000 PEOPLE 


present. There were four platforms, the several 
chairmen at which were Mr. Michael Davitt, No. 1; 
Mr. W. C. Steadman, No. 2; Mr. Tom M‘Carthy, 
No. 3; and Mr. Tom Walsh, No. 4. Owing to the 
nearness of the speakers to each other there was 
great difficulty in hearing them. The following 
resolution was moved, and seconded at all the 
platforms :—“ That this mass meeting of London 
Trade Unionists and workers strongly condemn the 
recent action and breach of faith on the part of the 
Shipping Federation in their evident desire to 
destroy the Union of the men, and hereby pledges 
itself to support morally and financially those men 
who are fighting to maintain the right of combina- 
tion.” Amongst those present at the meeting were 
Mr. James O’Connor, C.P.U.; Mr. Harry Brill, 
C.P.U. ; Ex-Commissioner F. Smith, ¥. Maddison, 
A.S.R.S,; J. Bedford, President G.R.W.U.; W. 
Whiting, Mill Sawyers ; W. Baker, Firewood Cutters; 
J. H. Wilson, General Secretary Sailors and Fire- 
men ; R. Stevens, Secretary Vigilance Committee; 
Ben Tillett, Harry Styles, W. Green, and E. Moore, 
Dockers’ Union. The arrangements of the proces- 
sion and meeting were admirably carried out by 
Mr. Walter Boynes, of the East Finsbury Radical 
Olub. Mr. 
MICHAEL DAVITT, 

speaking at one of the platforms, said they were 
met to proclaim their sympathy with the men en- 
gaged in the great struggle at Cardiff, a struggle 
which, although it was local at present, was very 
likely to develop into a general struggle between 
Capital and Labour, and the friends of labour 
everywhere were called upon to give their support 
to Mr. Wilson until the struggle is over, The 
Shipping Federation had begun this fight, and 
upon their shoulders must lie the responsibility. 
He contended that they had no right to find fault 
with the Federation for choosing their own time 
for the fight; the fault was that workers who were, 
with great difficulty, induced to stand together as 
the shipowners were doing, Until there wasa 


FEDERATION OF LABOUR 


as well as that of capital, they would be handi- 
capped in all their fights. ‘‘ Blacklegs” were their 
brothers, subject to the same human passions as 
they were, and they must go behind the blackleg 
to find out the real reason of his treason to his 
fellows. They must go back to the land question 
in order to find a solution of this problem. Whilst 
one small class had the sole power to use the land, 
which was the common heritage of all, so long 
would millions be driven off it to compete with 
them whenever they were struggling to better their 
conditions of life. The land must become the 
property of the State, and so be used for the 
benefit of all. (Cheers.) When this was done 
the battle would be equal, and when the workmen 
of England stood together against capitalists as 
the tenant farmers of Ireland had done, then, and 
not until then, would the victory be theirs. 
(Cheers.) As chairman of the London Vigilance 
Committee it gave him the greatest pleasure to see 
the efforts of that committee so successful in 
evoking the sympathy of the working men of 
London, and he trusted that their support would 
be financial as wellas moral. (Cheers.) 


MR. J. H. WILSON 


said he thanked those present in such enormous 
numbers for their turn-out for the cause of labour, 
and especially for the sympathy shown to ve 
Union with which he was connected. The time h 

come when they must no longer be tricked by Pe 
capitalists, He wanted to tell employers © 
labour that, although they threatened to smash 2 
the Unions, they might save themselves t 4 
trouble, as they were determined at all hasan 

maintain the rights of combination. The 8 v 
owners had been doing everything in their powe 
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to break up their Union. First they had tried to 
libel and slander the speaker through the Press, 
With what results they all knew. (Cheers.) The 
Federation then insisted that every man should 
sign away his

with his fellows. They did not mind the ship- 
owners engaging non-Union crews if they could get 
them, but they did object to allowing their mem- 
bers to sail with them. All they asked for was the 
right to support their own organisation, but nothing 
would satisfy the Federation but the complete 
collapse of Trade Unionism. ‘They were trying to 
imprison the leaders of the movement. On Friday 
he was charged with inciting the mob to riot, and 
he knew no more about it than his hearers did; 
but it seemed a curious thing that he should 
receive a letter from London on Friday, before he 
appeared in the magistrate’s court, informing him 
that he would be 


COMMITTED FOR TRIAL. 


The case was heard before the brother of Sir W. T. 
Lewis; he was not allowed to make any defence, 
and bail to the amount of £100 was imposed. But 
they could get £2,000 if necessary. He was prepared 
to go to prison in order to maintain the right to 
combine, and for this they were prepared to fight 
for 12 months if necessary. They did not believe 
in fighting, but’ neither did they mean to go back 
to the old, bad system of the sailor being

of his hardly earned wages. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Tillett said Sir W. T. Lewis had done all in 
his power to put the men’s backs up, and when he 
had been asked to talk the matter over in a 
businesslike spirit, he had refused in a way that 
was as insulting as it was uncalled for, They had 
begun the struggle and they meant to see it 
through. 

Mr. Frank Smith said that having found the 
benefit of Trade Unionism in the past they were 
not going to abandon it at the dictation of Sir W. 
T. Lewis or the Shipping Federation. Until em- 
ployers recognised the power of Trade Unionism 
and the right of the workers to combine there 
could be no peace. He was in favour of a frank 
recognition of the rights of all, and of all differ- 
ences being settled 


BY ARBITRATION. 


The employers of labour were now the great 
stumbling-block to this being carried out. Every 
worker ought to belong to a Union of some sort, 
and every Union ought to be federated with the 
others. The time had come when the distinction 
between skilled and unskilled labour must be 
abandoned, Their interests were one, whether 
they earned 1s. per hour or 4d. (Cheers.) 

Other speakers addressed the meeting at the 
various platforms, and the resolution was carried 
amidst loud cheers, and the vast gathering broke 
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UNITY IS STRENGTH. 


A meeting was held on Saturday night at the 
Wade’s Arms, Poplar, London, at which a “ Joint 
Committee of Labour Unions ” was formed to take 
charge of all matters connected with the dispute. 
Messrs. Clem Edwards and Tom Walsh were 
appointed joint secretaries, and representatives have 
been (or will be) appointed upon a basis of one 
Tepresentative per thousand members (no Union to 
have more than six representatives) from the 
following and other bodies :—The Sailors’ 
and Firemen’s Union, the Dockers’ Union, the 
Stevedores’ Union, the United Labour Council of 
the Port of London, the South Side Labour Protec- 
tion League, the Hammermen’s Union, the Boiler- 
makers’ Union, the Shipwrights’, Ship Scrapers, 
Ballast Heavers, Riggers, Ship Caulkers, Coal 
Porters, and Coal Whippers. The joint committee 
unanimously endorsed the policy laid down in the 
Circular forwarded to individual shipowners on 
Friday night, and on Saturday they issued the 


ollowing manifesto :—“ Joint Committee of the 
Labour Unions. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE. 


Fellow members,—The executive of the Shipping 
ederation are using dishonest and unjust efforts 
to involve London and the outposts in a gigantic 
smuggle. This we have tried to avoid. We have 
eld out the olive branch to them; we have 
*pproached them peacefully ; we have talked tem- 
agriayed and argued reasonably. They pretended 
t isten to us—iore, they even conceded certain 
€rms, provided we would also concede several 
ae This we did, including the withdrawal of 
© Wade's Arms manifesto of Dec, 5, and then they 





turned round. They repudiated their concessions, | 
and they committed a gross and unjust breach of 
faith. They 


BROKE THEIR PROMISES 


to us,and asked for an unconditional surrender. 
We further think it right that you should know the 
facts of the case. On Thursday, the 12th inst., 
representatives of the Unions waited on the Shipping 
Federation and agreed to the following :—‘(1) 
That the Shipping Federation will not give prefer- 
ence to the employment of non-Union men. (2) 
That the Federation will sign on men at the 
mercantile marine offices in those cases where ships 
have heen in the habit of having their crews so 
signed prior to the present dispute, providing (a) 
that the manifesto issued by the United Labour 
Council is withdrawn; (b) that the Sailors’ and 
Firemen’s Union shall not insist upon a monopoly 
of employment of members of the Union; (c) that 
men having once signed on to go to sea shall 
observe their contract in accordance with the Mer- 
chant Shipping Acts. ‘This, however, not to be 
considered as depriving an individual man of the 
right to refuse to ship with an incompetent man.’ 
We complied with these conditions, and then they 
backed out of their promises. They went further 
than this. They got a resolution passed under 


FALSE PRETENCES. 


They read only certain letters which we have had 
sent them before the meeting, and kept back facts 
of the most vital character. ‘They submitted what 
pretended to be a copy of our conditions which was 
in reality nothing of the kind, as it contained con- 
ditions which they alone had inserted without our 
knowledge or consent. On this garbled state- 
ment and on this alone they got the resolution 
adopted which was seconded by Mr. Furness, M.P., 
who has since stated in the Press that he did so 
without a knowledge of all these facts. By this 
they hoped to leave us in the lurch and involve us 
in a disastrous fight. This dishonest conduct on 
their part, however, is not shared by a large number 
of other members of the Shipping Federation. On 
the contrary, they refused to be bound by such 
miserable conduct, and have 


“HEARTILY SUPPORTED US 


in the position we have taken up. We shall there- 
fore help them, and have. All we ask is that the 
terms already conceded us shall be maintained; 
that the men who make it impossible for our men 
to resume work shall be taken away to make such 
a condition as the l’ederation lays down impossible ; 
and that the Federation shall not coerce men into 
acceptance of the Federation ticket as necessary to 
employment. 

“ Instructions are hereby given that no attempt 
is to be made to block the ships of any firm who 
comply with these conditions. 

‘Further, that under no circumstances is astrike 
to take place without full consent and definite 
instructions from delegates. With loyalty to 
orders and unity of hearts

dastardly attempts to crush the Unions and make 
it a glorious victory. Signed, Joint Committee 
Labour Unions, Jeremiah-street, Poplar, E,, Feb. 21, 
1891.” 


THE STEVEDORES. 


The whole of the 13 Branches of the Stevedores’ 
Union met on Saturday, and heartily endorsed the 
policy of the Federated Unions. 

On Monday night the Executive Council of the 
Amalgamated Stevedores held a meeting at the 
Wade’s Arms, Poplar, and after discussing the 
situation, issued the following manifesto :— 

‘‘ Amalgamated Stevedores.—Fellow members— 
You will have seen by the aggressive action of the 
Shipping Federation, the unscrupulous manner in 
which they have withdrawn all concessions they 
themselves put forward and breaking off ail 
negotiations ; tnat they have initiated a policy of 
extermination against all riverside Trade Unions, 
except their own, whilst actually preaching the 
right of every man to work on an equal footing, 
irrespective of whether he is a Union man or 
not. They are trying to establish a trade monopoly 
of the worst kind when they want to force you to 
hold a federation ticket before they will employ 
you. Men, 


WILL YOU SUBMIT TO THAT? 


Mark the difference in our policy and theirs! Our 
society is maintained for the purpose of upholding 
our rights—rights that you forefathers upheld 
before you, and from which we will nut deviate one 
atom. Their policy is an aggressive one, formed 
and made for the express purpose of smashing you. 





“ But we do not propose to allow ourselves to be 
smashed. We do not propose to take their scorn- 
ful advice, and return to work before they will treat 
with us. We mean to have a voice in the matter 
first. We have gone as far on the road of concilia- 
tion as we possibly can with dignity and manhood, 
believing we were treating with gentlemen, and not 
wishing to involve the riverside labour in another 
great 


STRUGGLE WITH CAPITALISTIC GREED. 


But whilst they have been outwardly fair, and 
asking us for a truce (which we have granted), they 
have been secretly arming themselves and bringing 
unskilled labour into an already congested market; 
Thinking they are already [sic.|, they have thrown 
down the gauntlet and revealed themselves in 
their true colours. 

“ Now, men, we, as the stevedores of the port of 
London, seeing that the Shipping Federation, at 
any cost, are trying to supersede us by the use of 
free, or ‘ blackleg,’ labour, do hereby call upon all 
members of our organisation to abstain from work- 
ing on all ships in the port of London on and after 
Wednesday, Feb. 25. 

“ By order of the Council.” 

On Tuesday night a deputation, consisting of 
Messrs. 'T. M. Walsh, Seamen’s Union; T. McCarthy, 
Dockers’; Mahoney,Coal Porters, and Clem Edwards, 
Federated Trades and Labour Union, waited upon 
the Stevedores’ executive at the Wade’s Arms, and 
pointed out that as negotiations with the Shipping 
Federation were pencing, and some shipowners 
were disposed to act fairly to Union men, such an 
extreme measure as the blocking of the whole 
shipping trade of the port was impolitic. Giving 
due weight to these representations, the steve« ores 
were persuaded to withdraw their manifesto, 
although it had already been extensively placarded 
in the neighbourhood of the docks. The withdrawal 
of the manifesto, it will thus be seen, is not by any 
means a blow to the Union from the stevedores, 
but simply a compliance with their requests, and 
shows that the stevedores are willing to act in 
harmony with the Union. 


FEDERATION MANIFESTO. 


Monday, Feb. 23, came and went, but in London 
the Orient Line (blocked) were the only ships that 
attempted to put in force the Federaticn manifesto 
of the previous week relative to the employment 
of men, in which they say :—“ (a) That on and after 
Monday, the 23rd inst., no member of the Federa- 
tion shall employ on board his vessels any seaman 
or fireman who is not willing to pledge himself to 
adhere to the following regulations, viz. :—That 
every seaman, by signing, pledges himseif to 
carry out his agreement in accordance with the 
Merchant Shipping Act, and to proceed to sea in 
any vessel in which he signs articles, notwith- 
standing that other members of the crew may or 
may not be members of any Seamen’s Union. 
(6) That the Shipping Federation are 


DETERMINED 


at all costs to maintain the right of their individual 
members, in accordance with the Merchant Shipping 
Acts, to sign their crews at the shipping offices or 
on board ship as, may be most convenient to them. 

“In adopting the above resolutions the members 
of the Shipping Federation desire it to be distinctly 
understood that they do not wish to interfere with 
any Union of men so long as the legal rights of 
others are respected. Further, this Federation is 
not seeking to effect any reduction of wages, and 
earnestly invites all industrious and weli-disposed 
shipworkers to co-operate with their employers in 
putting an end to a state of things alike injurious 
to themselves, their wives and families, and the 
trade of the country.” 


WILSON AND LAWS MEET. 


PROPOSED SETTLEMENT. 


Mr. J. H. Wilson had an interview with Mr. 
G. A. Laws on Monday, at which he laid before him 
the following memorandum as to the conditions of 
settlement of the dispute between the Federated 
Unions and the Shipping Federation :— 

“(1) We claim the right for Union men to sign 
and sail with Union men only; but at the same 
time we do not object to a shipowner who may have 
more than one ship manning one vessel with Union 
men, and we shall not attempt to block his other 
ve:sels should they be manned with non-Union 
men. 

(2) Previous to the signing on of any crew, we 
should like

from the owner of his intention as to whether he 
intends to sign ona Union or a non-Union crew, 
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Should he adopt the course of signing on a full 
Union crew we are prepared tocollect the cards of 
such crew and hand the same over to the custody 
of the captain. Should auy member so engeged 
absent himself at the time appointed at which he 
should be on board, or fail to join at the time of 
sailing, we are prepared to 


FURNISH SUBSTITUTES 


and should we be unable to do so our members will 
undertake to sail with any substitute provided by 
the owners if such substitute can prove he is duly 
qualified to do his duty. We should, however, 
prefer that the owners should give us an oppor- 
tunity of providing substitutes in the place of our 
members in order to avoid friction as far as possible 
oa board ship during the voyage. Should any of 
our members be engaged as above and break the 
conditions of engagement, we are prepared, upon 
proof from the owners that he has incurred expenses 
through his ship being detained in consequence 
thereof, to 


REFUND TO THE OWNER 


ample compensation for such detention after the 
matter has been thoroughly investigated by a joint 
committee of the Shipping Federation and the 
National Seamen’s Union. 

“ Crews, as far as practicable, to be signed on 48 
hours prior to sailing. 

“In the event of any case of desertion of our 
members abroad and substitutes being provided, 
our members 


AGREE TO SAIL WITH SUBSTITUTES 


whether they be Union men or non-Union men. 

“ We also demand aguarantee from the Shipping 
Federation that no members of that Company will 
iasist upoa members of the National Union taking 
the ‘ Federation ticket.’ : 

“We also desire that, previous to crews being 
signed on, a copy of the proposed articles shall be 
furnished to the secretary of the Branch of the 
Union at the port at which the vessels signs on. 

** After our members have once signed articles 
approved of we shall insist on such members sailing 
in the ship. Should they refuse we will provide 
other men, and 


FURTHER GUARANTEE 


that the men who shall have refused shall not have 
any lege! protection. 

“We also insist upon members of the Shipping 
FeGeration paying an uniform rate of wages as 
may be agreed upon by a joins committee of the 
Shipping Federation and the National Union. 
Sheuld any members of the Federation attempt to 
reduce the wages of seamen below the rate decided 
upon, we shall expect the Federation to withhold 
their support from any such members, and we 
guarantee on our part that 


SAILORS AND FIREMEN 


shall not demand more than the recognised rate. 
Should they do so, we will withdraw from them 
the support of this Union. 

“ All cases of salvage between members of the 
Shipping Federation and of our Union to be regu- 


lated by e 
A JOINT COMMITTEE, 


to be appointed hereafter. 

“ All cases of breaches of contract onthe part of 
owners or men, shall, before either party receives 
support from the Federation or the Union respec- 
tively, be submitted to a joint committee. Should 
they be unable to arrive at a satisfactory settle- 
ment, and decide that the seamen or the owner is 
in fauJt, whichever party so found in fault shall 
not have |! e support of his or their Union or Fede- 
ration in conducting his case. 


“CONCILIATION BOARDS 


to be est.blished in each districts, consisting of 
dockers, coal porters, sailors, firemen, stevederes, 
and others connected with the unloading and 
loading of vessels. 

' * All vessels that signed on at Mercantile Marine 
offices previous to September, 1890. to continue to 
sign on and pay off at Mercantile Marine offices in 
the various ports. This to be biading on all mem- 
bers of the Shipping Federation. Should any 
member of the Federation not agree to this, the 
support of that body to be withheld from him or 
them. 

“Tn order to 


MAINTAIN DISCIPLINE 
on board, we propose that : — 

(a) Members of he National Union threatening 
captains or officers with the power of the Union 
shall be reported to the Union, and # fine of three 
days’ pay inflicted, which sall go to the Widows’ 
and Orphans’ Fund of the National Union, 





“(b) All bad language to be reported to an 
official of the National Union, and the man’s card 
to be sent with such report. It must be further 
stipulated in the articles that any breach on the 
part of the men 

SHALL BE REPORTED 
to the head office, and such report shall be accom- 
panied by the card of the member complained 
against. 

**(¢) Cases of drunkeness or absence from work 
in foreign ports to be reported to the head office 
of the Union, who will inflict fines upon such 
members, in accordance with the gravity of the 
offence. Should the Union decide to expel or 
suspend any member until such fine or fines are 
paid, a list of such 


EXPELLED 


or suspended members will be furrished to the 
Shipping Federation, the members of which must 
guarantee not to ship such men as ncn-Union men 
until the fine or fines so inflicted are paid. 

“(d) Bad language used by officers to men shall 
be reported to the secretariss of the various 
Branches, who in turn will report the same to the 
head office of the Union, to be dealt with by a joint 
committee. 

““(e) No reduction of wages shall take place 
until two months’ notice shali have been given by 
the Shipping Federation to the Union, and no

shall be sought until a similar notice shall be given 
by the National Union.” 

Mr. Laws informed Mr. Wilson that he should 
be glad to lay the memorandum before the Board 
at the proper time, but as far as he was personally

A BASIS OF SETTLEMENT. 


Is THE SHIPOWNERS’ UNION AN 
ILLEGAL COMBINATION? 


Meanwhile an interesting question has arisen as to 
the legality of the existence of the Shipping 
Federation itself. Its memorandum of association 
amalgamates or federates shipowners or firms of 
shipowners, “ to consider all questions affecting the 
interests of the shipping trade or other trades con- 
nected therewith, and especially of the members of 
this Company, and to take such action as may be 
necessary to promote all such interests.” The 
question is whether the Federation is not a Trade 
Union within the meaning of the Trade Union Act, 
1871. A Trade Union is there defined as sucha 
combination for imposing restrictive conditions on 
the conduct of any trade or business as would if 
this Act had not passed have been deeme: to be an 
unlawful combination, by reason of some one or 
more of its purposes being in restraint of trade. 
If it is a Trade Union, then by Section 5 the 
registration of any Trade Union under the Com- 
panies Acts, 1862 and 1867, is void. 

Steps are being taken to bring the question as 
to the legality of the existence of the Ship. ing 
Federation as a body existing for the restraint of 
trade, and being unregistered, before the Law 
Courts, Mr. Wilson having instructed the solicitors 
to the Sailors’ and Firemen’s Univn to take legal 
proceedings at once, 


SHIPOWNERS AGAINST THE 
FEDERATION. 


The following has appeared ia the Pall Mall 
Gazette :— 

Dx#AR SizR,—Until Feb. 6 I was a director of the 
Shipping Federation, being one of six representa- 
tives of a Mutual Insurance Club, Oa that day I 
resigned, and I gave notice to the Olub which oid 
me tke honour to elect me as one of its representa- 
tives that at its next meeting I would explain my 
position and call attention to the new departure of 
the Shipping Federation. But my hand has been 
forced : first, by your article of the 19th inst. ; and, 
second. y, by the fact that the manife-to of the 13th 
has been published and placa:ded all over London.

I olject to the ticket for three 
reasons. (1) It would initiate a policy directly at 
variance with an official statement made to me 
before I joined the Federation. (2) It is unjust to 
try to compel employés tc join the Union of the em- 
ployers. (3) Its real, but not avowed, object is in 
my opinion, tosmash the Unon. You have dealt so 








ably with the “Ticket Trick” that I won’t refer to 
that except to congratulate you on the effect already 
produced (see Vimes, Feb. 21). From the report of 
the Chamber of Shipping on Friday last I see that 
my friend, Mr. Jotun Glover, thinks conciliation 
“inopportune.” Yes; he and I believe the mana. 
gers uf the liners have got their back to the wall 
and are going in for “Twenty Years’ Resolute 
Government,” that is, twenty years’ ticket-of-leave, 
Well, I won't go with them. Leaving London to. 
day for a fortnight, I can only remind the 
kelligerents of the Shipping Federation, the gods

SHIPOWNERS TO BLAME. 


The Pall Mail Gazette of Feb. 21, says that 
than the shipowners’ “ ticket,” a more bare-faced 
document we have never seen. Issued by a body 
which pretends tobe fighting only for free labour, 
it bears on every line of it the marks of a scheme 
for smashing the genuine Trade Unions and boy- 
cotting their members. Theclever gentlemen who 
run the Shipowners’ Federation have now admitted 
as much, and a fresh supply of “ tickets” h:s been 
issued, with several very significant alteraticns, 
According to the first edition of the ticket, it 
entitled holders to “ preference of employment.” 
But in the revised version issued yesterday, the 
ticket merely ‘‘entitles to employment.” Now, 
this is an important concession—on paper; as also 
are the other alterations on the ticket. But the 
question is, Are they anything else than paper con- 
ces-ions? There are two distinct instances of 
shuffling, if not of bad faith, on record. The 
ticket disappeared from the published manifesto of 
the Federation; and some members thereof were 
under the impression that it had disappeared from 
their policy also. But the disappearance was a 
trick only. It was all along intended by those 
controlling the Federation that the ticket should 
still be insisted upon. Who can say that these 
revisions in the text of the ticket may not be a 
trick of the same kind? There are private 
instructions to captains, as well as the tickets 
given tu the men. One of these instructions is 
simply a boycotting order. Will these secret 
instructions be amended in harmony with the 
alterations in the ticket? And if they are so 
amen¢ ed, will security be given that the practice of 
the Federation wiil be in harmony with its 
precepts? Will the Federation, in fact, frankly 
and fully abandon its obvious desire to break up 
the Trade Unions? Negotiations were in full train. 
They have been broken off by the interposition of 
a fresh condition, as a preliminary of compromise, 
by the shipowners. Does not this fairly create the 
suspicion that the shipowners want, not peace. but 
war? and that the war they want is in order to 
“smash” the men? We warned the Federation 
officials some days ago that if they persisted in 
using their organisation as an engine for smash- 
ing Trade Unionism, it would inevitably itself 
break up in their hands. The action taken 
yesterdsy by Mr. C. Furness, M.P., comes_oppor- 
tunely to enforce our warnings. Mr. Furness 
explained that he was not fully aware of the breach 
of faith involved in springing the new condition on 
the men. He has written accordingly to the 
Federation in that sense, adding that “the points 
of difference are now so small that the whole thing 
might be settled in an hour.” So it might, if the 
Federation really wants to settle. But does it? 
That is just the question which w.s reised at the 
Chamber of Shipping yesterday. One of the 
leading spirits in the militant counsels of the 
Federation is Mr. Glover; and when Sir A. Rollit 
spoke yesterday of conviliation, Mr. Glover flung 
back the hateful word as “inopportune.” “It 
would be a very great misfortune,” said another 
member, “ if they should appear to speak with a 
divided voice oa an occasion like that.” Not 80: 
it will, on the contrary, be the greatest of blessings 
to everybody concerned, and to the interests of 
the country at large, if the little rift within the 
lute at yesterday’s meeting shows the militant 
section of the Federation that it is time to draw 
in. For purpo es of defence the Federation of 
Shipowners is legitimate and strong. The men 
on their side have recognised the strength of 
the Fede: ation’s position, and are ready to negotiate 
on the basis of neutrality and toleration all round. 
At this moment aggression and boycctting and an 
uncomprornising spirit proceed from the employers 
side only, If the Federation as a body persists : 
this militant policy, it will alienate the support o 
all moderate men, and it will be bound to fail,

AT CARDIF?. 


Feb. 20.—The attention of the strikers to-day has 
turned seawards ; 150 men are expected to come 
from Liverpoo!. A tugboat with 100 Unionists aboard 
has steamed out to intercept the craft, and lively 
times are expected. The police, owing to the 
general quietne-s, are Jess in numbers to-day, and 
the Uaion barque started without interference. The 
Federation are engaged at present in blackening 
Secretary Wilson’s character, as they xnow their 
cave to be hopeless without his removal. Therearea 
large number of shipowners here who, to-day, have 
declared that they are willing to sign Wilson’s 
manifesto, and it is thought that if Sir W. T. Lewis 
does not put his veto on such signatures the Oardiff 
difficulty will be speedily settled. At noon to-day 
all the carmen struck work in sympathy with the 
tram-men. 

On Friday, Feb. 20, Mr. J. H. Wilson was brought 
before Mr. Lewis, stipendiary magistrate, Cardiff— 
brother of Sir W. T. Lewis—charged on a summons 
with inciting to riot. A boarding-house keeper and 
his wife stated defendant urged the strikers to 
wreck their house. Mr. Wilson was committed for 
trial—bail, himself in £200 and Mr. Jones and Mr. 
Evans in £100 each, being acsepted. With 
reference to the statement that a young man, who 
is generally with Mr. Wilson was on this cccasion 
mistaken for Mr. Wilson, in justice to Mr. T. 
Hunter it must be stated that he is not the young 
man alluded to. 


Feb. 23.—The strikers this afternoon are having a 
holiday parade. As they marched along soroe tram- 
way men thought it would be a good opportunity to 
stop the cars. They stopped them and smashed 
the windows on each:side of the trams, and 
thrashed the blackleg conductors. The mounted 
police, strangely enough, spurred on their horses 
and vanished from the scene of conflict. A 
certain boarding-master is reported to have 
been thrown into the canal near the Patent Fuel 
Works. He had made himself particularly 
obnoxious as a Federation agent. At noon to-day 
20 men left for Barry to ship aboard a Union ship. 
Of the 60 men broughtin from Liverpool bythe Fede- 
ration about 20 escaped into the Union Home. The 
great problem is where have the 140 gone who 
started from Liverpool on Saturday. They have 
not arrived here. A Cardiff boarding-master acted 
as the Federation agent in Liverpool. This is the 
man who has issued a challenge to Secretary Wilson 
to prove that the boarding-masters have been 
bribed by the Federation to supply men. The men 
on strike here are iu excelleat spirits, and believe 
they are winning. Another appeal has been issued 
this morning for non-Union tippers at the docks. So 
far there has been no respons3. The blackleg sailors 
are aboard the Spvedwell which is lying in the 
roads outside Penarth. The tugboat men came out 
on strike this morning, and have formed a deputa- 
tion to go on the Speedwell and persuade the 
Liverpool blacklegs to come ashore. 


Feb. 24.—It has been brought to the notice of Mr. 
Jones, solicitor of the Seamen’s and Firemen’s Union, 
thatmagistrates are formulating the charges by which 
the pickets can be arrested. All arrests are made 
for riotous assembling, although men simply walk 
about inthe roadway. This law is nearly obsolete, 
and has only been revived at the instigation of the 
stipendiary. Twenty men joined the stvikers’ 
tpks this mcraing, bringing the total up to twelve 
hundred--the largest number of sailors and firemen 
ever 02 strike in one port since the formation of 
the Nation al Union. Thisafternoon Tom Mann and 
Ben Tillett: are meeting ia conference the miners, 
although itis net generally expected that the miners 
will consider themselves justified in coming to 
the assistance of the dockers and seamen. Two 
men have left Cardiff to interview Mr. Harford, of 
the Amalgamated Society of Railway Servants, to 
arrange the comiag-out of the Barry and Rbymuey 
railway men.

@ Nght, A ratepayers’ mecting will be held to- 
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day to protest against the coercion of the police 
The crew on board the tender which is used for 
transferring men from the blacklegs’ home, the 
Speedwell, to Federation boats, struck work last 
night because they were asked to supply black- 
legs. Messrs. Tom Mann, Ben Tillett, and J. H. 
Wilson, have repudiated the attempt made last 
night to induce the men to march on the boarding- 
house. 

Feb. 25.—The steamers JLongill and Curdiff 
Castle shipped non-Union crews on Monday ; both 
of them were obliged to put into Milford and take 
on fresh men, owing to incompetence of the men 
engaged. Four of the crew of the former have 
come to the strike committee, and this morning 
were interviewed. They had never been to sea 
before, though signed on as A.B. One man was 
ordered aloft to loosen szils, and after going up a 
sh ort way his legs went through the ropes and he 
stuck fast, unable to move until helped out. 
Another was sent, but not knowing the meaning of 
the order began to count the ropes. Another beieg 
asked to go for tackle brought spunyarn, and the 
first mate ordered him below. He and two others 
were only too glad, as they were beginning to get 
sick. Before this trip they had been working as 
puddlers and enginemen a-hore. A fireman, oa 
receiving a rake, inquired what he was to catch, 
thinking it was a fishing rod—another A.B. was 
oa watch, and seeing a fishing smack tacking, 
rushed to the captain with a loud cry “a light 
astern.” All these men, eight in number, received 
advance notes of £2 5s., which were cashed or 
pocketed by the boarding master who took them 
board. This is, of Course, total loss to the ship- 
owners. This mornicg Mr. Orbell has gone to the 
Board of Trade office with the men to identify the 
official who was present with the boarding master 
when they signed on. This will result in a prose- 
cution of the boarding-master for illegally pro- 
curing men. These incempetent sailors are not 
disposed to go to sea again. 

‘he boarding-masters and the Shipping Federa- 
ion have fallen out oa account of free labourers 
being lodged on board the Speedwell. A severe 
letter has been sent to the Federation office re- 
questing a reason for the snubbing of those 
boarding masters who signed a memorial to the 
Federation. They asked why they were told that 
their services were no longer required. Therefore 
a split will result, and the boarding-masters will no 
longer be inclined to oppose the National Union. 
To-night an important decision will be arrived at 
after a deputation from the Trimmers’ Association 
his waited upon Tom Mann and Ben Tillett at the 
Raper’s Hotel. It is expected that the trimmers, 
some twelve hundred in number, will come out if 
financially supported. 

Feb. 26.—This morning invitations have been 
sent to all miners’ representatives in South Wales 
and Monmouthshire to attend a conference on 
Tuesday next at Cardiff. As not much from Mr. 
Abraham, M.P., can be expected, owing to his de- 
pendence upon Sir T. W. Lewis and other em- 
ployers, local delegates will be invited to attend. 
The object of the conference is two-fold ; first to 
discuss the details of the present dispute and elect 
a committee who shall be empowered to conduct 
negotiations. The disputants will pledge them- 
selves to abide by its decision; the secondary 
object will be to draw nearer together the various 
organisations in South Wales, whereby concerted 
action can at all times be taken. A further pro- 
posal will be submitted, that of forming a per- 
manent Conciliation Board of bena fide Unionists, 
which will involve a recognition of Trade Uniors 
as such, Only five non-Unionists were captured 
during the night, though a strong picket watchel 
the station expecting to see men coming from 
Liverpool, according to telegrams received. They 
did not, however, arrive. This morning informa- 
tion has been received that no more blacklegs are 
likely to come from Liverpool as there are not 
more than sufficient men at that port to man the 
boats. The twenty-six charges against the }'edera- 
tion for breach of con’ract have been transferred 
to a London Court this morning. 


SOUTH SHIELDS ENTHUSIASTIC. 
WORKERS WITH US. 


A monster gathering took place in South Shields 
Market Place Jast Sunday, with the view of hearing 
speeches from leading Trades Unionists on the 
shipping crisis. Carryiag banners, and accompanied 
by two brass bands and a crum and fife band, a 
great portion of the demonstrators me: at Tyne 
Dock, and, proceeding by way of Laygate-lane, 
Green-street, Victoria-road, Westoe-lane, Fowler- 
street, and King-street, to the Market Place.

THOUSANDS OF WORKING MEN. 


The weather was all that could be desired for suck 
an event, and the proceedings throughout were of 
a successful, enthusiastic, and perfectly orderly 
character. The speaking took place from the steps 
leading to the Town Hall, on the north side of that 
structure, and one of the promoters of the gathering 
took the opportunity of thanking the Corporation 
for the use of such a suitable platform. 

Mr. Lyall, president of the South Shields Trades 
Council, presided. In the course of a brief speech 
he said the sailors and firemen were an

of men, and the Shipping Federation had been 
formed with the object of crushing the Union. 
The demonstration that day was held for the pur- 
pose of expre-sing sympathy with the men on 
strike at Cardiff and other ports, 

Mr. E. Cathery, South Shields, moved :— 

“That this mass meeting of Trades Unionists 
sympathises with the men on strike at Cardiff, 
London, and Hull, and condemns the action of 
the Shioping Federation in trying to strike a 
blow at the Seamen's Uniov, which means a 
direct 

BLOW AT TRADES UNIONISM.’ 


They would, he said, have seen through the 
press the manner in which the shipowners of the 
country were trying to crush out the Seamen’s 
Union, by what they call the importation of 
free labour. The Seamen’s Union was a combined 
body of men, and they had a verfect right to use 
their utmost endeavours to stop the shipowners 
from striking a blow at the interests of working 
men. During the past week two or three vrontinent 
speakers had been supporting the cause of the 
shipowners. The Ear] of Rivensworth had said 
that the Shipping Federation was simply formed 
to protect its interest against the domineering 
powec of the Union towards the shipowners of 
this country. The chairman of a Whitby associa- 
tion of shipowners had told the public that a 
certain company had, for the last three months, 
declared a dividend of 143 per cent. and had 
said that the men’s lead rs were nothing else 
than demagogues and agitators. The Shipping 
Federation, in their manifesto, said they hoped 
the men would not be led away by their leaders, 
It was 

A SHAME AND A DISGRACE 


on the part of the shipowners. if they wanted what 
was right and fair, that they did not settle the ques: 
tionin a friendly way. Instead of doing that, they 
had formed the Feleration to break up the 
Seamen's Union. (‘Shame,” and “ They cannot co 
it.’) The men, on their part, were open to accept 
conciliation, for they believed that all disputes 
should be settled in a conciliatory spirit. 
Referring to the rapid development of the 
Seamen’s Union, he said they were now in a posi- 
tion to demand that men should serve four years 
at sea before they joined as able seamen— 
(“Quite right ")--and that firemen should have 
twelve months’ experience before they were con- 
sidered practical men. (Applause.) They only 


asked for 
RIGHT AND JUSTICE, 


whatever the capitalists might say about them. 
(Applause ) 

Mr. Wade, of the Labourers’ Union, seconded the 
resolution. 

Mr. Price, of Sunderland, a trustee of the Sea- 
men’s Union, supported, and said it was a mistake 
to assume that the Union was using coercive 
measures. They did not dictate to men whether 
they shou!d belong to the Union or not, but what 
they did say was that they would not work with 
men who did not belong to their organisation. 

Mr, W. Stanley, of Newcastle, general secretary 
of the National Labourers’ Union, also supported 
the resolution. He said that was a very 


GREAT AND IMPORTANT SUBJECT, 


not only for the members of the Seamen's and Fire- 
men’s Union, but for the whole of the working 
men, Trade Unionists and others, throughout the 
United Kingdom. (Applause.) The Shipping 
Federation was formed to crush out the Union. It 
had been nine months in existence, and had not 
yet succeeded in crushing a single man connected 
with any Branch of the Union. (Loud applause.) 
And, if the Trade Unionists were oaly true to them- 
selves, the Federation wou!d be no more successful 
in the fature than jt had been in the past. _(Hear, 
hear.) He read with horror and indignation the 
speech of the Earl of Ravensworth the other day, 
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He could not understand the d-i't of his lordship’s 
argument. Their respected townsman, Ald. W. 
D. Stephens, was also there. They were as far 
removed in politics as the poles, but when it came 
to grinding and crushing, and putting the iron heel 
of despotism on the working men, Lord Ravens- 
worth and Mr. W. D. Stephens were entirely at one. 
(Groans.) The Federation was now waging

n Cardiff, Hull, and London. What was the 
Federation, with all its capital? Let him tellthem 
that capital without labour was of no value, of no 
consequence, and of no use whatever. (Applause.) 
The only labour, he supposed, that they could 
procure at the present time was that of a few 
fellows who had been expelled from the Seamen’s 
and Firemen’s Union for knavery and _black- 
guardism. (Laughter.) : . 

The resolution was unanimously carried, amid 
loud cheering . 

Councillor Foord, Tyne Dock, moved :— 

“That this meeting pledges itself to render all the 
moral and financial support in its power to the men 
on strike as long as the struggle shall last.” 

Mr. Storey, of the

Association, seconded the motion, and Mr. G. 
Shelley, of London, organising secretary of the 
National Coal Porters’ Union, and Mr. H. Sinclair, 
of the Newcastle Trades Council, supported the 
resolution. The latter (Mr. Sinclair) criticised the 
Ear! of Ravensworth’s speech, remarking that it 
contained some remarkable things, which he hoped 
every working man would read, mark, and inwardly 
digest. His lordship said that ‘no body of men 
ought to get leave to paralyse the industy of this 
country.” He said he was giving his advice as an 
outsider, and one who had an unbiassed miud, and 
spoke the plain truth. Did his lordship take them 
to be fools. Was is not a fact that the Earl of 
Ravensworth had something like 


THIRTY-THREE MINES, 


where the poor pitmen went into the bowels of the 
earth and risked all dangers for a paltry pittance ? 
When they took into consideration that the Earl of 
Ravensworth received for every ton of coal Is. 3d. 
in royalties they would see what an important part 
that played in the shipping industry. It took 
4,000 tons of coal to carry one of the Cunard liners 
across the Atlantic and back again, and upon that 
amount the Earl of Ravensworth

But what did the sailors receive for navigating the 
steamer? From the captain to the cabin boy they 
only received £96 in wages. And yet the Earl of 
Ravensworth corld stand up as one not interested 
and give his opinion. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Keers also supported the motion, which was 
carried unanimously. 

Mr. Ciement, secretary of the South Shields 
Branch of the Seamen’s and Firemen’s Union, pro- 
posed a vote of thanks to the chairman and 
speakers, and Mr. Lee, of Sunderland, seconded 
the motion, which was supported by Mr. Leigh, of 
Hartlepool, and carried by loud cheers. 








PALTRY PENALTY.—At Newport Police Court on 
Feb. 23, before Mr. H. J. Parnall, Mr. T. P. Wans- 
brough, and Mr, George Hopkins, William Stur- 
geon, master of the steamship General Roberts, 
owned by Messrs, Lamplough, and registered at the 
port of Cardiff, was charged on an adjourned sum- 
mons (partly heard onJan.19 last), with allowing his 
vessel to be overloaded with a cargo of iron ore at 
Seriphos, in Greece, so as to submerge the load-line 
disc marked on her side. Mr. R. P. Williams ap- 
peared to prosecute for the Board of Trade; Mr. 
Hornby appeared to defend. The evidence that 
the Board of Trade relied upon was shortly this :— 
The General Roberts is a steamer of 900 tons regis- 
ter, and was assigned a summer freeboard of 2 {t. 
1} in. and a winter freeboard of 2 ft.4}in. She 
signed on acrew at Newport on Sept. 23, and sailed 
for the Greek Archipelago, afterwards proceeding 
to Seriphos to take in a cargo of iron ore for Cette, in 
France. When the ship was loaded one of the 
crew went over the side, and found that the disc 
was submerged six inches onthe port side, and was 
just awash on the starboard side. The men re- 
ported it to the captain, who, however, said he 
would not take a pound out, and referred the men 
to the articles, which Mr. Williams contended had 
been wilfully entered wrongly to show a freeboard 
of 1ft.14in. instead of 2 ft. l}in. Defendant 
was fined £10, “the Bench considering that the 
case was not an aggravated one.” What would 
this Bench consider aggravated ? 





IN THE DOG WATCH, 





From the Worker, a very interesting 
labour paper published in Brisbane, we 
take the following :— 


The capitalistic press keeps its tongue between 
its teeth anent the New Zealand elections, In 
Dunedin alone three labour candidates beat three 
employers by thumping majorities, a journeyman 
bootmaker heading the poll with 3,303 votes, and 
the top capitalist—one Allen who beat Sir Robert 
Stout in 1887—only getting 2,486 votes. In an 
adjoining electorate a brassfinisher beat an ex- 
Cabinet Minister by 126 votes. At Invercargill a 
journeyman tailor ran in hands down. At Heath- 
cote another bootmoker similarly astonished the 
capitalists. In other parts of the country other 
wage-earners went through and the old parliament 
was shaken to pieces, half the present Assembly 
being new members. This glorious victory for 
Labour, follqwing right on top of the maritime 
defeat, has passed unnoticed by tke capitalistic 
press which has hardly told us that a New Zealand 
election was on. What a different face the fair 
and impartial recorders of passing events would 
have put on if the Labour candidates had been 
overwhelmingly defeated | 


Shipowners and their friends are so fond 
of asserting that there are no unseaworthy 
British craft, that it is werth noting that in 
the Glagow Sheriff Court — 

Decision has been given by Sheriff Murray, in a 

test case raised by James Lindsay, Broad-street 
Avenue ,London, against Jas. L. White, Dixon-street, 
Glasgow, claiming £14 14s. 10d., being defender’s 
proportion of a sum alleged to be due for repairs 
executed on pursuer’s steam yacht Sybil, which was 
insured by a number of underwriters, of whom 
defender was one. On July 23, 1889, the Sybil left 
the Gareloch for Southampton, but her voyage was 
a succession of disasters, piece after piece of her 
machinery giving way, and she had to put into 
several ports for repairs. The pursuer now sued 
under his policy for payment of the damages and 
expenses thereby occasioned. The question to be 
decided was whether the Sybil was seaworthy when 
she left for Southampton. 
The Sheriff found that the Svbil must have 
been unseaworthy at the time she started 
on her voyage, avd so found for the under- 
writers, with costs. If underwriters would 
recognise Mr. Plimsoll and the Seamen’s 
Union as their best friends, and dispute pay- 
ment more frequently, many more vessels 
would be found unseaworthy, and under- 
writers would save much money, the result 
of which would be that in time unseaworthy 
ships would not be so common, nor loss of 
life so great. 


Another pertinent remark is suggested 
by this case. Yachts are usually much 
better found than any other craft afloat, 
save men-of-war and first-rate liners, so it 
may safely be concluded that for every 
unseaworthy yacht there are a score or 
more unseaworthy merchant vessels, or in 
other words, a very large proportion of the 
merchant shipping of the country, which 
circumstance in itself should induce 
magistrates to lend a more patient ear 
than they do when seamen complain of 
vessels being unseaworthy. Unfortunately, 
most of the magistrates at our seaports 
are themselves owners of unseaworthy 
vessels, and neither reason nor justice can 
be expected from them where seamen are 
concerned, their only use as magistrates 
being to excite indignation by their injustice, 
and thereby sow that feeling of dis- 
content which calls aloud for reform or 
revolution. 





Now that shipowners are occasionally 
called upon to answer before the bar of 
public opinion for a few of their crimes, the 
more shameless of their hirelings have 








actually been heard to assert, with ali the 
audacity of desperation, that shipowners have 
not opposed, and do not oppose, measures 
for the protection of seamen’s lives. Let 
the following extract from the annual report 
of the Chamber of Shipping of the United 
Kingdom, presented at its meeting, Feb, 
20, serve as an answer :— 

In the closing days of last session Mr. Howell, 


M.P., introduced, on behalf of Mr. Plimsoll, a Bill 
entitled “A Bill to restrict the deck-loading of 


timber and live cattle, and to provide watertight’ 


bulkheads.” Your executive communicated with 
the representatives of the shipping interest in the 
House of Commons with regard to this Bill. Mr, 
Whitley, M.P., Colonel Hill, M.P., and other mem. 
bers of the House of Commons closely watched 
the Bill, which did not reach the stage of second 
reading, and was dropped when Parliament rose 
on Aug. 18 last for the vacation. When the 
House of Commons re-assembled on Nov. 25 last 
Mr. Howell again introduced the Bill, with, how- 
ever, the p ovisions as to watertight compartments 
and the carriage of live cattle eliminated, and only 
those prohibiting the carrying of deckloads in the 
winter months remaining. In this shape the Bill 
was considered by your council at a council meet- 
ing held on Jan. 14 last, when it was agreed that 
it should be opposed, and upon the following day 
a circular was issued to all the affiliated associa- 
tions requesting them to urge their local members 
of Parliament to oppose the measure. 


Mr. Plimsoll will no doubt take notice 
of this, and we trust the Seamen's 
Union will, by deputations of voters to 
M P.’s, and other means, bring pressure to 
bear in favour of this measure, which the 
shipowners thus avow themselves engaged 
in opposing. 





It is because the shipowners are so eager 
to oppose this and all other reforms caleu- 
lated to benefit seamen and the general 
public, that shipowners have got up their 
Federation. Everybody knew that the 
Federation was intended to smash the Sea- 
men’s Union, that the shipowners might 
escape reforms. The pity is that the few 
respectable shipowners, who would be no 
more injured by the necessary reforms than 
honest men are by precautions against 
burglars, have been made tools of by their 
baser brethren whom they help to screen by 
joining their Federation. 


The Earl of Ravensworth, who avows 
himself opposed to Trades Unionism, speak- 
ing the other day at the annual meeting of 
the North of England Steamship Owners’ 
Association, of which he is president, never- 
theless said :— 


As far as the trade in live cattle across the 
Atlantic goes, he should like to see it abandoned. 
He believed that our wants could be perfectly well 
supplied, and especially in cold weather, by the 
dead cattle trade; and however well they might 
construct their cattle ships, in heavy weather the 
sufferings of the animals could be more easily 
imagined than described, and there was also 
danger to the crew involved in throwing overboard 
cattle which died in stormy weather. With regard 
to the deck-loaiing of timber, he should be very 
glad to see it still further restricted, if not stopped 
altogether, Long ago he was engaged on an 
important inquiry, under the Duke of Somerset, 
into this question, and so far as his memory served 
him, they reported strongly against any timber 
deckloads at all. Of course, since then they had 
been very much restricted, but he should be glad 
to see the deck-loading of timber stopped in the 
winter months. 


From this it will be seen that it is not only 
Mr. Plimsoll and the Seamen’s Union that 
consider such legislation necessary. We 
might hope that the Earl of Ravensworth 
would aid the necessary measures by his 
vote when they come before the House of 
Lords if we did not know that, in support- 
ing the Shipping Federation, he is pre 
venting reform.

THE WHITECHAPEL MURDER, 


Since the publication of Sadler’s appeal in last 
week's SEAFARING he has had legal assistance, and 
3 fund has been opened for his defence, subscrip- 
tions to which may be sent to the Star Office, 
Stonecutter-street, London. A report dated Burnt- 
jsland, Feb. 20, says :— 

“The statement of Thomas Sadler, now in charge 
for the latest Whitechapel murder, that he belonged 
to the Burntisland Branch of the Seamen’s Union, 
has occasioned some excitement and inquiry here as 
to what is known of the accused’s antecedents. Mr, 
Moodie, secretary of the local Branch of the 
Seamen’s Union, has addressed a letter to Mr. Wild- 
goose, London agent, giving him particulars of 
Sadler’s movements, which will, he says, help to 
disprove the allegations of his complicity with pre- 
vious Whitechapel murders. Sadler was twice in 
Burntisland in 1889, while fireman on board the s.s. 
Loch Katrine, of Dundee. He was enrolled a mem- 
per of Burntisland Branch of Seamen’s Union on 
Sept. 4 of that year, just a week before the dis- 
covery of one of the victims of ‘ Jack the Ripper,’ 
and on that occasion his alibi is placed 
peyond doubt, The recollection of his behaviour 
while in port here is not unfavourable to his 
character. He is said to have been sober and 
peaceably disposed. Mr. Moodie has specimens of 
his handwriting, which differ from all those pub- 
lished in the newspapers, in which the so-called 
‘Jack the Ripper’ was thought to intimate from 
time to time his fiendish designs.” It has been shown 
that during the time that at least half of the White- 
chapel murders were committed Sadler was not in 
London, and therefore could not have committed 
them. With regard to the charge that he com- 
mitted the last of these ‘murders, it appears from 
the evidence so far forthcoming that all his time on 
the night—or rather morning—of the crime is 
accounted for, except five minutes, and that he was 
drunk a few minutes before the body was found. 
He denies the statement that-he sold a man a, knife 
the morning after the murder. He still remains in 
custody at Holloway Prison, where he has been 
seen by his solicitor. The Government are to be 
questioned in Parliament whether a policeman, 
alleged to have stood by while Sadler was drunk 
and being assaulted at the docks, should not either 
have protected him or taken him in custody as drunk. 
The murdered woman was buried on Wednesday, a 
great crowd being present.

A LocaAL MARINE BOARD INQUIRY has been 
held at Hull on Feb. 19, into a charge of mis- 
conduct, preferred against Francis Broadhead, who 
possesses a certificate as master, and it was stated 
after shipping on board the Hull barque Awrora, as 
mate, and obtaining an advance note for £3, 
neglected to join the ship and proceed to sea. Ia 
his absence the Court suspended the defendant's 
certificate for six calendar months. 


IMPORTANT WAGES CASE.—In Greenock Sheriff 
Court on Feb. 20, an action was brought by Thomas 
Thorkelsen, lately able seaman on board the steamer 
River Eittrich, for £4 93. 6d., as wages. It was 
stated that on arrival at Bordeaux the mate 
prepared a manifest which did not mention two 
dozen matches that belonged to Thorkelsen, and 
some belonging to two other men. Pursuer, on 
learning that matches were chargeable with duty, 
showed them to the mate, who said the matches 
would have to be put iato the forepeak, where they 
were afterwards found by the French customs 
officers—the result being a fine of £6 4s. 2d. on 
the vessel. The case for Thorkelsen was that the 
mate ought to have ascertained what matches were 
aboard and stated the quantity in the manifest, 
but the mate having failed to do so, and pursuer 
having placed the matches in the furepeak, in 
Obedience to his orders, the owners were not 
entitled to deduct from pursuer’s wages any of the 
fine, It-was contended, for defender, that pursuer 
was to blame for having the matches; that it was 
his duty to disclose his possession of them: that 
there was no duty on owners, master, or mate to 
ascertain from the crew what articles they were 
Possessed of ; that owners were not liable for the 
mate, so far as he exceeded duty, and entitled to 
deduct from pursuer’s wages £2, as the proportion 
of the Customs penalty applicable to his matches, 
The sheriff entertained no doubt that a captain was 
entitled to make from a seaman’s wages deductions 
in respect of a fine imposed on a vessel, as the 
Tesult of culpable smuggling by a seaman; but 
pursuer had not committed an act of smuggling 
Properly so called. Decree was accordingly given 

or the sum sued for, with £2 expenses. The 
decision rules two cases of a similar nature between 
other seamen and the same ship,

Capt, OHETWYND held an inquiry on Monday as 
to the conduct of the crew of the Workington 
lifeboat and the management of the boat on the 
occasion of the wreck of the sloop Go-ahead, off 
Workington, and the loss of three lives, on Jan. 1.

UNCERTIFICATED OFFICERS.—How tenderly the 
law deals with the rich capitalist is shown in the 
following telegram, dated Greenock, Feb. 20:—In 
Greenock Sheriff Court to-day, at the instance of 
of the Board of Trade, Oaptain James Williamson, 
as representing the owners of the Caledonian 
Steam Packet steamers, was charged with a contra- 
vention of the Merchant Shipping Act, by having 
employed an uncertificated mate and engineer on 
board the Duchess of Hamilton, and employed a 
master and engineer on hoard the Marchioness of 
Breadalbane without first ascertaining whether 
these men possessed certificates.. Mr. Williamson 
pleaded guilty to both charges, and explained that 
he had great trouble with certificated men, He 
could get plenty of them, but they were not suitable 
without training for his work. Mr. Blair, the 
Fiscal, said that the Board of Trade was safisfied 
that Captain Williamson’s contravention was not 
intentional, and the Board would be pleased with a 
modified penalty. A fine of £3 in the case of the 
Duchess of Hamilton, and £2 for the Marchioness 
of Breadalbane, was imposed. 


Mr. J. H. WILSON FOR PARLIAMENT.—Mr. J. H. 
Wilson, labour candidate for Deptferd, who had 
travelled up from Cardiff for the purpose, ad- 
dressed an overflowing audience of Deptford 
electors last Wednesday night at the New Cross 
Hall, London. Mr. Plimsoll took the chair, and 
was supported by a number of the militant Radicals 
of the constituency. The Sailors’ and Firemen’s 
Union turned up with bands and banners in honour 
of their secretary, and gave the event quite a 
prophetic air of triumph. Wilson made a good, 
sound, practical speech, devoid of the fictitious 
graces of rhetoric, and abounding in common 
sense. His was the simple, unadorned Radical 
platform. He was in favour of the Hight 
Hours Bill, although he did not think the 
measure applicable to all trades. He was op- 
posed to an all-round Eight Hours Bill, but 
believed that any individual trade the majority of 
whose members were in favour of the eight hours 
had a right to apply for it and get it from Parlia- 
ment. He was against a drastic compulsory Light 
Hours Bill. Further, he was in favour of the chief 
items of the Radical programme, viz., municipal 
control of the police, taxation of land values, one 
man one vote, reform of the registration laws, and 
reform in the franchise in the matter of sailors and 
firemen, who, he said, often lost their votes through 
the unavoidable conditions of their employment. 
He suggested that a sailor or fireman who never 
knows when he may be called on to go to sea, 
might deposit his vote in a ballot-box before- 
hand, which eould be opened at the election for 
his district, and so his vote might be reeorded. 
Mr. Wilson, on the Irish question, showed himself 
a staunch Home Ruler. In eonclusion, he asked 
the workers not to allow themselves to be put off 
the scent by Royal Commissions. He hoped yet to 
see a Labour party in the House which would 
emulate the action of the Irish party and turn the 
scale between the two great parties of the State in 
favour of the workers. The friends of Mr. Rogers, 
Sucial Democratic candidate for Deptford, moved 
an amendment against Mr. Wilson’s candidature, 
but were defeated by, say, 1,500 to 18. A resolution 
in favour of Mr. Wilson was carried almost unani- 
mously in the following terms :—‘ That this meeting 
having heard an address from Mr. J. H. Wilson, 
urges him to come forward-as Radical and Labour 
candidate for Deptford, and pledges itself to do

TRIUMPHANT LABOUR. 


The gallant men at present defending, 
at no small self-sacrifice, the right of 
Labour to combine, should be cheered by 
at least two events of the week. One is the 
magnificent demonstration in Victoria Park, 
London, last Sunday, by thousands of working 
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men, proving that toilera generally are with 
theseamen in defending the rights of Labour. 
Another event, not perhaps as important, 
is the announcement that the Government 
are about to appoint a Royal Commission 
to inquire into the relations between Capital 
and Labour. This probably means that a 
number of persons belonging to the real 
criminal class of the country—the class 
that does no useful work—will be dubbed 
Royal Commissioners, and somebody with a 
claim on the powers that be will be appointed 
secretary; that the Commission will take as 
much evidence in favour of Capital and as 
littlein favour of Labour as possible; and that, 
after carrying on the prolonged farce of an 
inquiry at the public expense, the Com- 
mission will in a few years make some sort 
of a report, which the Government of the 
day will issue when there is such excitement 
over something else that the Commission 
and its object are forgotten by the majority 
of people, while the few who would like to 
go further into the matter will find the 
Commission’s labours to belong so much 
to ancient history that half the witnesses 
are dead. The whole thing is, of course, a 
fraud—a mere dodge to catch votes at 
the approaching Day of Judgment, when 
the present Government will have to 
answer to the electors for their sins. All 
Governments, when confronted with awk- 
ward questions, relegate them to Royal 
Commissions, simply because all Govern- 
ments of this country have for many years 
been too feeble and cowardly to face re- 
sponsibility—every Government preferring 
to leave responsibility as a legacy to its 
successors. The proposed Royal Com- 
mission is further evidence of this. But 
it is evidence of something more. It 
is evidence that the Labour question is the 
question of the day—and the most urgent 
question, too. The men who have been in- 
strumental in bringing that question to the 
front may therefore be excused some grati- 
fication on seeing that it has attained the 
dignity of the question of the day—a ques- 
tion far too difficult for the Government to 
dare to deal with. But let nobody indulge 
any vain hopes. Royal Commissions have 
before to-day dealt with Labour and 
with seamen’s wants, but seamen to- 
day are denounced as agitators and 
revolutionists who dare to ask even 
for as much as Royal Commissions years 
ago recommended they should have. Instead 
of trusting to Governments, Royal Com- 
missions, or politicians of any sort, Labour 
is wise enough to trust rather in Combina- 
tion; and it is because the seamen are 
fighting for the right to combine that Labour 
generally supports them in the present fight 
against the Shipping Federation, which seeks 
to compel the seamen to become members of 
a Society controlled by and worked in the 
interests of employers. The seamen are 
fighting the battie of Labour all over the 
country, and are bound sooner or later to 
win, not only because all organised Labour 
must take their side, but because the 
Shipping Federation is being so worked 
that it is bound to go to pieces. Knowing 
that it is going to pieces, the persons who 
work it are afraid even to talk of con- 
ciliation, lest a conciliatory spirit should be 
regarded as a sign of weakness. Were the 
Federation as strong as it pretends, itneed 
not be so sensitive on this point, or attempt 
by bounce and insolence to make itself 
respected. The Seamen’s Union is strong, 
and because it is strong it can afford to be 
reasonable, and is not ashamed to appear 
reasonable. Neither is it ashamed or 





unwilling to negotiate. There is, on the 
other hand, abundant evidence that the 
Shipping Federation is ashamed to 
negotiate, because negotiation only brings 
out the fact that the Shipping Fede- 
ration is not a combination formed to 
protect Capital, but to crush Labour. 
Whatever be the results of the struggle, the 
shipowners must bear the responsibility of 
the loss and injury caused thereby, and it 
is time the public should ask how long a 
handful of capitalists are to be allowed to 
despise its convenience in order that the 
spite or fads of a few foolish persons may 
be gratified. 


NAUTICAL NEWS. 


At the Liverpool Police Court, Capt. Davis (of 
the Jilian Morris) has been fined £5 for 
smuggling. 


THE Liverpool tug Storm Cock has been chartered 
to tow the disabled steamer Ville de Pernambuco 
from Madeira to Antwerp. 


Tue Admiralty Court has awarded £250 for 
salvage services rendered by the Hellenes, s, to 
the Kirt/e, s, in the River Las Palmas, last June. 


Tue Aidar, s, of London, has been awarded by 
the Admiralty Court £1,800 and costs, in a claim 
for salvage services rendered to the Countess, s, in 
the Black Sea, last Noy. 


For the collision between the Ovington, s, and 
the Queen Victoria, s, in the Clyde in Dec., 1889, 
the Admiralty Court found both to blame. This 
decision has been appealed against but confirmed. 


THE decision of Mr. Justice Butt exonerating the 
Dione, s, from blame for collision with the dumb 
barges Wear, Avon, and Ben, in the Thames in 
in Dec., 1889, has been upheld by the Court of 
Appeal. 


Mr. THomaAs RiwLuy, quartermaster of the 
steamer Hector, which arrived at Liverpool on 
Monday from Glasgow, died whilst in the fore 
castle shortly after being relieved from the wheel 
that morning. 


At the Liverpool Police Court, Timothy Davis 
master of the sailing vessel Lilian Morris, was, for 
negleting to exhibit side lights while at sea on 
Nov. 6 and 7, fined 40s. and costs on each of the 
informations. 


JOHN MARRIOTY, a stevedore, has been injured 
on board the steamer Chilian,in the Harrington 
Dock, Liverpool. A sling became disengaged and 
a large piece of iron fell upon him. His leg was 
broken in two places. 


In actions in the Court of Sessions, Edinburgh, 
arising out of the collision in the Clyde in Jan 
between the Jslay, s, and the Strathspey, s, the 
latter has been pronounced to blame, and mulcted 
in damages to be assessed by counsel. 


In the Admiralty Division of the High Court of 
Justice an action arising out of the collision 
between the barque Privateer and the German 
steamer Wisman, in the Bristol Channel, the 
Privateer has been pronounced to blame. 


THE Sunderland Borough Bench have awarded 
£25 and costs for salvage to Thomas Robson, 
Thomas Hopper, George Lindsay, John Dobson 
and Thomas Brown, five Sunderland pilots, against 
the owners of the s.s., Tweed, of North Shields. 


DAMAGES to the amount of £400 have been 
awarded at Carlisle Assizes to a _ stevedore’s 
labourer, named Timney, who sued the proprietors 
of the Senhouse Dock, Maryport, for injuries 
received by one of the links of a crane belonging 
to them breaking. 


THE steamer Zthel, while on a voyage from Bonny 
to St. Malo, last Jan,, and the steamer Almsford, 
of West Hartlepool, came into collision off the 
Cornish coast, and in an action arising out of the 
occurrence the Admiralty Court has found the 
Ethel alone to blame. 


A COMMITTEE to inquire into the state of the 
Naval Reserve is being formed, and will, it is stated, 
include Rear-Admiral Tryon, Mr. Thos, Ismay, of 
the White Star line, and Captain Angove, of the 
Peninsular and Oriental. Why no able seamen are 
on the committee is not explained,

A FINE of £5 and costs, or three months’ hard 

labour, was the sentence at Cardiff on John Brown

23, charged with making a false statement of the 
name of their last ship. 


Ir may be remembered that the smacks Almonep 
and General Gordon, of Grimsby, collided in Noy, 
1889, in the North Sea, and that Mr. Justice Butt 
held that both were to blame. This decision has 
just been upset by the Court of Appeal, which has 
decided that only the Almoner is to blame, 


THE Local Marine Board of Liverpool, after 
hearing charges of drunkenness preferred against 
Mr, J. G. Smith, mate of the Canadian, of Sunder. 
land, found that the charges were proved, but in 
consideration of certain extenuating circumstances 
only suspended his certificate for three months, ‘ 


THE death is announced of Mr. Griffith Morris 
mate of the steamer Dollie, of Liverpool. He was 
taken suddenly ill at Workington, and died the 
same evening. Mr. Morris, we understand, was for 
some years engaged on board the celebrated clipper 
ship Donald M:Kay, which traded between Liver- 
pool and Melbourne. 


AT West Ham, Thessain Ibrahim, 25, a coloured 
sailor, of the steamship Britannia, lying at the 
Royal Albert Docks, was charged with concealing 
27 lbs. of unmanufactured cavendish tobacco. The 
Commissioners of Customs sued for treble the value 
and duty, £67 5s. 6d., but the magistrate fined 
him £33 12s. 9d., or three months. 


At Belfast, Charles Boys, master of the ship 
Rydalmere, for neglecting to show side lights 
between sunset and sunrise of the days from 
Sept. 19, 1890, to Feb. 5, 1891, and in particular 
on Dec. 27, 28, 29, 30, 1890, was fined £4 and £1 
costs. The defence was that the ship was short 
of oil. 


A DEPUTATION of coastguardsmen have had an 
interview with the members representing the dock- 
yard ports, to ask assistance in obtaining the 
redress of certain grievances with regard to 
pensions. The members concerned agreed to com- 
municate with Admiral Tryon upon the matter, 
and if necessary to take action in the House, 


THE Liverpool Local Marine Board, after hearing 
charges of drunkenness and misconduct against 
Timothy Davies, captain of the ship Lilian Morris, 
found the charges proved, and suspended the cap- 
tain’s certificate for three months, urging him at 
the same time to abjure a practice which had been 
the ruin of so many first-class seamen. The Court 
further decided to recommend the Board of Trade 
to grant the defendant a first mate’s certificate 
during the period of suspension. 

THE following officers of the P. and O. steamer 
Hong Kong, which was wrecked at Perim, have 
arrived in England :—Capt. W. B. Watkins; Mr. 
Wilis, chief officer; Mr. Goldsmith, second officer; 
Mr. Perfect, fourth officer; Mr. Keat, second 
engineer ; and three quartermasters. The Hong 
Kong was wrecked at 5 a.m. on Dec. 6 in the chief 
officer’s watch. The vessel ran on the Azalea Rock 
and ‘became a total wreck. A court of inquiry at 
Aden suspended Capt. Watkins's certificate for six 
months, and severely reprimanded the chief officer. 


THE Board of Trade inquiry held at Middles- 
brough, on Feb, 20 and 21, into the circumstances 
attending the stranding and loss of the Whitby 
steamer Annie, at or near Kara Bourna, in the 
Black Sea, has resulted as follows:—The Court 
were of opinion that the vessel had not been navi- 
gated in a proper and seamanlike manner, aud 
attributed the casualty to the reckless conduct of 
the master in ranning his vessel at too great a speed 
when he was making for land. They considered 
that the captain’s log had been disgracefully kept, 
while the engineer's log was not forthcoming at all, 
and they suspended the master’s certificate for four 
months. 


AN inquiry at the instance of the Board of Trade 
was held at Liverpool last week into the circum- 
stances attending the stranding of the Piying Kestrel 
and the barque Charles Cow, the former of which was 
a tug taking the latter vessel round to Barrow from 
Liverpool. The Court decide that the masters of 
the Flying Kestrel and Charles Cox were both in 
default, and that the managing owner of the 
latter was to blame for not putting an officer 10 
addition to the master on board. The crew of the 
Charles Cox were, the Court held, not justified in 
leaving her, as there was no danger to life. The 
Court suspended the certificate of the master of 
the Charles Cox for six calendar months, and that 
of the master of the Flying Kestrel for three 
calendar months. The Court consented to recom: 
mend the Board of Trade to grant a mate’s certifi- 
cate to the master of the Charles Cow.

It was also decided by the meeting that the 
new delegate, Mr. E. Edwards, visit the s.s. 
Elmville and get to know particulars as to 
whether she was going to take a Federation crew 
or not. The members then came to the conclusion 
that Bro. Joseph Dobby should be put on strike 
pay because he had to leave his ship on account of 
refusing to join the Shipowners’ Federation. Mr. 
E. Edwards proposed that the secretary send the 
sum of £300 to the general fund, seconded by Bro. 
Roberts, and carried. The district secretary (Mr. 
Nicholson) then addressed the meeting, and gave a 
clear account of how the tugboat men stand at 
present, and also said a few wordsabout the strikes 
now going on in London and Cardiff. He thought 
it was next to impossible for the men to lose the 
day, as if the employers did not give in very soon 
all the railway men and miners would be called 
out and that would paralyse trade altogether. 
Even if they did not win he was sure that the Ship- 
owners’ Federation, who had staked their all on 
this struggle, would have to fight the same battle 
over again within six months, and that would 
break some of them altogether, as a great many 
belonging to the Federation were on their last legs 
now. He said the capitalist press were trying to 
throw all the mud they could on the leaders of the 
Labour party, particularly on the officials of this 
Union ; bat he was inclined to think that rather 
than insults they should be accepted as com- 
pliments, because it showed that employers 
of labour generally were frightened of the 
power which the men held in their hands, 
When this Unioa first commenced employers 
ridiculed the idea of the new departure in Trades 
Unionism, which the Union advocated, and called 
the leaders fanatics. But when a few months had 
rolled by, they had to roll out of their blanket of 
fancied security, and then they tried, and have ever 
since been trying, to crush the spirit that had 
sprung up in the breast of the working man, but so 
far had not succeeded. They did not, could not, 
understand that working men could ever take it 
into their heads to attempt to dictate to them, the 
great and mighty capitalists. It was preposterous, 
in theiropinion. When the men looked back some 
three years or so ago, and compared their position 
then with their position now, was it not enough to 
know that then they were despised, but that now 
they are a very great power in the land? Parlia- 
ment was now organising a Royal Commission to 
inquire into the relative positions of labour and 
capital. Why didn’t they do all this before? 
Because then the working classes had not asserted 
their independence. Now it was different. The 
masses hold the power to put whom they like into 
the House, and before long, aye, even so soon as the 
next General Election, there would be “men” put 
in, active and strong, the best intellect of the 
labouring class, instead of some of the drones who 
now occupy the positions, and make laws for the 
bees. When that did come to pass, as it most 
assuredly would, then will the masses get their 
own. (Applause.) After a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Nicholson for his able address, to the chairman and 
the Branch secretary, the meeting adjourned. 


BIRKENHEAD BRANCH. 


At the weekly meeting the minutes, correspon- 
dence, and financial statement having been 
approved of, the secretary at some length pointed 
out the keen struggle which was now taking place 
in the Bristol Channel ports between capital on the 
one side and labour on the other, the latter party 
being thoroughly organised, and with fair play, con- 
fident of victory; while thé opposite parties are 
devising every possible means of placing stumbling 
blocks in the way, by securing the services of the 
meanest specimens of suffering humanity to replace 
the bond fide British workman. Owing to the 
retirement of Mr. Shepherd from the Liverpool 
Trades Council, it was moved by Bro. R. Rogers, 
seconded by Bro. P. Boyle, that Bro. John Kerr be 
elected in his stead. There being no other nomina- 
tions, he was duly declared elected. It was moved 
by Bro. P. Boyle, seconded by Bro. J. Morton, that 
the bill for office alterations be paid, and on being 
put to the meeting was carried. 





GLASGOW BRANCH. 


At the meeting of the Branch held Feb. 19, in 
the Typographical Hall, 102, Maxwell-street, Bro, 
A. McGregor in the chair, the minutes of the 
previous meeting being confirmed, the committee 
minutes were read, comments being made in 
reference to the death by burning of two of our 
members in the s.s. Calliope, then lying in New- 
port (Mon), their names being J. MeCluskey, fire- 
man, and D. McLean, steward. McCluskey’s 
father being present, gave in detail the evidence 
adduced at the inquest held in Newport, he having 
travelled there for the purpose of eliciting the facts 
of the case. He spoke on the report of the case as 
it appeared in our local papers, and said that there 
was no truth in that report, and it was not a fact that 
the unfortunate victims had been carousing in the 
forecastle. He strongly condemned the report 
referred to, so much so, that he wrote to the local 
press contradicting it (his letter to the press being 
read to the members). He also spoke on the 
efforts made by one of our members (P. Connor), 
fireman, in saving life. Connor, at great risk to 
himself, being fearfully burned, rescued three of 
his shipmates from the burning forecastle, for 
which action great credit is due him, Mr. 
McCluskey also eulogised Mr. F. Gillman, the 
secretary, and the members of the Newport 
Branch, for the kindness and sympathy extended 
towards him on that trying occasion, concluding 
by counselling the members of this Union to stick 
closely together, as the case mentioned went 
clearly to prove the great good accruing from 
such a Society as ours. The kindness of the 
Newport people in turning out in their numbers 
to see the last services rendered t the victims, he 
could never forget, nor the gentlemanly treatment 
he received from Mr. Boyd, our secretary, and the 
members of the Glasgow Branch. Before Mr 
McCluskey retired, Bro. R. Croke proposed, and 
Bro. T. Martin seconded, that the members of the 
Glasgow Branch tender him and his family their 
heartfelt condolence and sympathy, also the rela- 
tives of Bro. D. McLean, the other unfortunate 
member, in their sad bereavement. This being unani- 
mously carried, the committee minutes were adopted. 
The returns for the week ending Feb. 14 were next 
submitted, and unanimously accepted, after which 
correspondence was read from Messrs. J. Moodie, 
Burntisland, and E. Cowie, Grangemouth, on a 
meeting to be held at an early date of all Scotch 
secretaries to discuss the scheme of having a 
working committee for the whole of Scotland, the 
same to be composed of members from all Scotch 
Branches. ‘The secretary explaining the nature of 
the scheme, Bro. Ross moved, and Bro. Martin 
seconded, that it be adopted, subject to the 
approval of the Executive Council. This was 
carried unanimously. It was then moved by Bro. 
J. Wilson, seconded by Bro. J. Fyfe, that the 
representation of this Branch on that committee be 
four members. Bru. C. Wright and J. Wilson were 
then nominated, further nominations being con- 
tinued until next meeting, the secretary to make an 
appeal to the general secretary to permit a visiting 
committee to be formed to call upon and assist 
members in distress, and grant them pecuniary 
relief from the funds of the Branch management, 
more especially those members who have suffered 
through their loyalty to the Union in opposing the 
Shipping Federation. A scheme was then pro- 
pounded by Bro. J. Wilson to arrange a project of 
picketing, whereby members might be relieved alter- 
nately, taking two days each, and being paid the 
usual picket wages. This having no support, Bro, A. 
McGregor then made some remarks in reference to 
the Cardiff strike, followed by the secretary on the 
general aspect of trade, the Shipping Federation, 
and its officers. The meeting then adjourned. 


GRIMSBY BRANCH. 


At the usual weekly meeting, held at Unity 
House, the president, Mr. G. T. Brock, in the chair, 
there was a good attendance; the minutes and 
accounts of the previous week were passed; out- 
side delegate’s report and correspondence were also 
passed. The case of a member of the Engineers’ 
Branch taking a member in the engine-room who 
was enrolled as an A.B. on the book, was brought 
forward by a member of that section. After a 
somewhat acrimonious discussion, it was ultimately 
resolved that a deputation of the secretary and two 
engineers should endeavour to obtain an interview 
with the owner and explain the situation as to the 
infraétion of the Union rules. The secretary then 
addressed the meeting, explaining the reason for 
the strike at Cardiff, and read an appeal for help 
from the secretary of the Federated Labour Unions. 

Colbridge 
seconded, that this Branch extends to our brothers 
in Cardiff a hearty vote of sympathy in the great 
struggle they are maintaining against our bitter 
enemies, and that we send them a donation of £20 
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to assist them therein, hoping our brothers through- 
out the land will dothe same. This was carried 
unanimously.

ROTTERDAM BRANCH.

SOUTH SHIELDS BRANCH. 


A largely attended meeting of the members of 
this Branch was held last Monday night under the 
presidency of Mr. T. Olements, the president. The 
secretary (Mr. D. Clement) presented his weekly 
report, which again showed a further increase of 
members. He also presented the financial state- 
ment, from which it appeared that the receipts for 
the week had amounted to £105, and after paying 
all expenses, besides the £500 sent to Cardiff, 
there was a good balance in hand. Reference was 
made to the successful demonstration that had 
taken place in connection with the Trades Council 
on Sunday. It was stated that in connection with 
the Trades Unionist demonstration, a collection of 
£6 1s. 63d. had been taken on behalf of the Strike 
Committee at Cardiff. A deputation from the 
tradesmen and shop assistants waited upon the 
meeting in reference to the adoption of shorter 
hours, and after the deputation had spoken the 
matter was discussed, and the following resolution 
adopted :—‘* That we, the members of the South 
Shields Branch of the Sailors’ and Firemen’s 
Union, pledge ourselves to support the shop 
assistants and tradesmen in their endeavours to 
secure shorter hours, and agree not to purchase 
any goods after one o’clock on the Wednesdays, 
and also instruct our friends to do likewise.” The 
resolution was carried unanimously and amid ap- 
plause. The meeting concluded with the usual 
votes of thanks. 


NORTH SHIELDS BRANCH. 


At the usual weekly meeting of this Branch, 
after the usual business, the report showed an in- 
crease of members. The financial report also 
showed an increase on previous occasions. Com- 
plaints were made against several members not 
acting up to the rules of the Union, and were dealt 
with accordingly. Several members are on the 
strike list, but still work is looking up better and 
so are freights. Weare still trying what we can 
do for the strike in Cardiff, so isthe Press, par- 
ticularly the Leader, as the Federation ticket 
trick will not go down with the public. We will 
not say much at present as we expect to get 
definite instructions from headquarters soon, as we 
know we have not played our last card yet. 


PETERHEAD BRANCH. 


The fruit of our labours is now becoming ripe 
and its good effect is now apparent. Not one 
member of our Union is on board the s.s. Hope 
(except the second engineer who has been allowed 
to go owing to the very high wages he has got, 
far above “starvation point”). Everyone who 
gces on board from that moment has his name in 
the roll book with the word “ expelled” in red ink. 
The secretary would not allow J. Anderson, fire- 
man, to go on board even although Captain Gray 
sent for him, This is considered by that geutle- 
man as the greatest impudence. To think that a 
man who has travelled 250,000 miles dare to stiive 
against the grain is not as it used tobe. Those 
days are gone. Men are now protected, and have 
a money value, and as old David Urquhart used to 
say, “If you don’t wish my cabbages stand back.” 
Now the members ray, “You know my value, if 
you don’t wish me please don’t send Webster, or 
Weatherburn, or old Janies MacMilian, or even 
trouble me yourself,” and then when you fail ex- 
claim like the fox over the grapes, ‘ Oh, I would 
not have them,” or, “Cando without them.” All 
right, John, so can we. We can get aship anv 
day while masters cannot. I heard one of our 
expelled members swearing that if it hadn’t been 
for the d——d Union he should not have been off 
the deck, but sending up yards and masts. Served 
him right. I hope when he is crossing the top- 
gav'lant yard he wi!l get sick and require to be 





lowered on deck and revived with a bucket 
of salt water. I heard another man, I don’t 
know if he meant the s.s. Hope, say “I’m 
gaun ta manage the fires, and getting 35s. the 
month and £2 the ton of whalebone, and shall get 
5 tons and maybe mair; but he is feared if she 
wid coup.” The poor deluded mortal feared that 
that the vessel would turn over, and 5 ton of whale- 
bone, etc. There are more of his kind. I fancyI 
see this man firing up to keep the vessel off a lee 
shore oralee pack of ice. Ihear the s.s. Hope has 
got a “satisfactory ””crew. I wonder what is to be 
done with the supernumeraries, such as “ Soddy,” a 
lapsed member, and others who have been shippe1. 
Areall those who come to be considered unsatisfac- 
tory, say 35 more. Six of our members leave on 
Saturday. Some have been shipped on board the 
schooner Maggie and Helen. The Jannet sailed 
with a Union crew; also a steamer for Stornoway. 
Allthe members whom the secretary kept from going 
to Greenland have been true to their promise, The 
secretary kas come down upon a few who are in 
arrears, There can be no excuse for such. No 
member will, after this date be allowed to ship who 
is three months in arrears, and those who have not 
paid their Australian levy and strike levy had better 
arrange for doing so, otherwise money which is sent 
in for contributions will be paid over to that fund. 
Those who have had the benefit during the strike 
have found the good of it. The members who refused 
to work on board the s.s. Hope have been paid the 
week’s strike money. No more will be due them 
until they are at the railway station. 

“No. 10 Peterhead Branch,” referring to our 
report of the previous meeting of this Branch, 
writes, that the members present will never 
regret expelling members who have done their best 
to break up the Branch, some of whom have so 
speedily repented that they have already applied to 
be reinstated, offering to come ashore and leave 
the blacklegs. Taking the expelled members one 
by one, our correspondent says :—One had not paid 
any contributions this year, yet had much to say 
at meetings, and had decided he would work with 
blacklegs. Another could speculate on the Green- 
land voyage, put did not pay his contributions to 
the Union. A third was a committee man and 
took the first chance to go with blacklegs, thinking 
he can rejoin the Union, but it will cost him over 
£4, and he will then only be admitted if approved 
by a special meeting of the members convened for 
the purpose. A fourth man, expelled for ignoring 
the resolution of the Branch, was in arrears, a fifth 
claims to belong to another boat, which claim he 
has not yet established. A sixth was afraid to 
come ashore. A seventh could hardly be called a 
member paying only 5s. last September, and persiste1 
in working with blacklegs. An eighth was expelled 
for doing other work than his own. The expelled 
members are, says Our correspondent, persons who 
have broken faith with the Union, which they will 
find is the most cruel thing they ever did fur 
their families. Our correspondent adds that the 
s.s. Hope is manned by expelled Union men, 
and could not have left the port of Peterhead 
without them. The Union has done geod to them. 
They all say their wages have been raised as well as 
their perquisites, but they will be some time before 
Union men will be allowed to sail as A.B.’s or O.S.'s, 
or firemen with them, as none of the above rating 
are allowed to sailin the s.s. Hope. A few more 
lapsed members may go, as they are not required 
along with members who pay up. Captain vray 
sent to Aberdeen for the fireman of the ss, 
Girdleness, an o!d and valued servant. This meim- 
ber went down, and on making inquiries found 
they were a “blackleg” crew, and went to the 
secretary and reported himself. Mr. Rennie 
informed him that for this year Captain Gray 
must allow him to be one of ‘ Rennie’s” 
crew. The day is now past when skippers 
can take whom they like and when they 
like, and at what they like. Signing articles 
in aship’s cabin three weeks beforehand showed 
that the masters were afraid of the men leaving. 
Why should they be afraid? Some of the crews 
signed here would go for nothing, allowing their 
wives to work at the white fish or herrings to keep 
fire and meal in the house. So the family misht 
starve to Geath while their husbands are working 
for wealthy epecu'ators at 403. to 45s. per monti 
at Greenland. A person ia Peterhead told me that 
secretary J. H. Wilson aud secretary T. D. Rennie 
should be at the convict prison which we have here. 
Well, as far as [ know, neither they nor their 
relations have been convicted of crime. Tiis 
person cannot say the same. Perhaps he has 
forgot this during his damning and raging. Lvery 
member who goes on board the s.s. Helipse or s.s. 
Windxard without the consent of this Branch 
secretary, may consider himself expelled; at least 
that is howI understand the resolution, and the 
fact that the fireman is not working bears me oul. 
I hope he will get a week’s strike pay like the 








others and sent away. None of the members wij] 
be long here as this is not a shipping port and they 
cannot ship on board a whaler. There is no choicg 
here, but God’s blessing will follow them, while 
clean ships, six months out, and paid-off in debt to 
the ship, will be the blacklegs’ portion. 


NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE BRANCH, 


At the general meeting, held Feb. 20, Mr. Dunn 
in the chair, Samuel Law was admitted a member 
of the Union, as trimmer. The minutes ang 
correspondence were adopted. Mr. R. Turnbull 
spoke regarding the death of a member of the 
Branch, named Hindmarsh, and said that the 
funeral expenses came to £4 9s. It was resolved 
that, seeing the member died in poor circumstances 
the amount of the funeral expenses be defrayed by 
subscription, and if the amount is not raised by 
the subscription, that a levy be imposed upon the 
members of the Branch. 

At the general meeting held at Lockhart’s Cocog 
Rooms, Feb. 23, Mr. Jackson in the chair, the 
minutes were read and adopted. The corres. 
pondence, including the minutes of the executive 
committee held last month, were read. A 
question was asked if the minutes re secretaries’ 
salaries would affect Mr. Mansell. Mr. Mansell 
replied in the affirmative. The next question was 
the proposed chartering of steamers by the Union. 
After a good deal of discussion, it was unanimously 
resolved that Mr. Mansell be empowered to write 
to headquarters for full particulars of the same, 
A subscription list was then put before the 
members to defray the funeral expenses of the late 
W. Hindmarsh, and 5s. 6d. was collected, 


MONTROSE BRANCH. 


Ata full meeting of the above Branch, held on 
Feb. 23, Bro. A. Baird in the chair, the minutes of 
previous meeting were adopted and correspondence 
read and discussed. The case of the ss. Glasalt 
was also under discussion by a telegram from 
Aberdeen on Saturday, Feb. 21. The secretary 
went to Arbroath about a dispute on the above- 
named vessel, and found the crew of Union men 
refusing to proceed in the vessel as the steward 
was a non-Union man who refused to join the 
Union. The men came ashore and a blackieg crew 
were shipped. The vessel, however, did not get 
away until Sunday forenoon’s tide, when she left 
with a Union crew, the scabs having to clear out as 
soon as the steward joined our Union, the Union 
men making a pier-head jump and the scabs 
tumbling ashore with their traps amidst the cheers 
and hooting of the assembled onlookers. 


MIDDLESBROUGH BRANCH. 


At the general meeting, Feb. 24, the president 
Mr. J. Mucklow, in the chair, Mr. Fred Tyso acted 
as secretary and read the minutes, the secretary 
being sick. A member objected to the minute in 
regard to the enrolling of shore members for 
10s. entrance fee, saying he thought they ought to 
be enrolied for 2s. 6d. entrance-fee. It was then 
moved by Mr. Geo. Henderson, seconded by Mr. J. 
Williamson, that the minutes be accepted as read.

Several complaints were made 
by members abou: the Shipping Federation signing 
men on board of the ships; also a new clause in 
the articles in regard tu shipping either Federation 
or Union mea and the crews not to interfere after 
signing. It was moved by Mr. Wheatley, seconded 
by Mr. G. Ruse, that a hearty vote of thanks be 
given tothe South Shields Branch for their kinduess 
to our delegates, Mr. G@.

Afier discussing labour and other subjects, the 
meeting adjourned. 


HARWICH BRANCH. 

At a meeting of this Branch on Feo, 20, after 
the usual routine business, correspondence was read 
from head office, from several Branches, and 
members on which there was some discussion. The 
quarterly account was read and accepted as satis- 
factory. A member of this Branch reported ap 
interview he had with a gentleman connected with 
the Shipping Federation, and the tempting offers of 
constant employment, high wages, and all expenses 
paid to London or Cardiff, but the bait was not 
good enough; the gentleman was very surprised 
that men would walk about out of employment 
when there was aty amount of men wanted an 
high wages. But the seamen all round about this 
district know all about the tactics of the Shipping 
Federation. No doubt they will try to establish an 
agency here close to the G. EH.

DUNDEE BRANCH. 

At the usual weekly meetiag, Feb 23, Mr. J. 
Donald, president, in the chair, there was a good 
attendance of members ; the minutes, income, and 
cxpenditure were passed, and correspondence was 
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read, amongst which was a letter from the Glasgow 
Branch that caused a little discussion, and was 
heartily endorsed by all the members present. 
Further correspondence was _Tead from Mr. J. 
Moodie, Burntisland, explaining why Bro. James 
Glenny’s case was not taken up by that Branch, 
the explanation being that they, the members of 
that Branch, were to take up bis case as soon as he 
appeared at one of their meetings. Further corres- 
pondence was read the substance of which caused 
no discussion.

Lewis, that all men oa 
strike pay report themselves twice a day, and sign 
the strike book, viz.,at 9.39 a.m.and 3.30 p.m.; ny 
man neglecting to do so to forfeit that day’s strike 
pay. Shipping very slack. A Union home has 
heen opened in Hull, at 48, Mytongate, where 
Union men wi:l be boarded well and at moderate 
rates, 


ABERDEEN BRANCH. 


The dispate between the Union and the Shipping 
Federation at Aberdeen has now assumed alarmiog 
proportions, and aiready thirty men are out of 
work. Early on Wednesday morning the seamen 
and firemen at the port met at Regent Quay and 
discussed the situation. The crews of the steamers 
Ben Wyvis, Ben Macdhui, and Countess of Aberdeen 
gave their answer to the employers to the effect 
that they would not sign the Federation ticket. 

On Wednesday afternoon a mass meeting of the 
men was held in the office of the Unioo in 
Marischal-street. There was a good turnout of 
seamen. A report was submitted showing that the 
hands of the Ben Weis, who had remained loyal 
to the Union, had been sent home to the North of 
Ragland at the Society’s expen ce. It was lixewi e 
Teported that the crew of the Ben Mucdhui had 
been sent to Swansea and other districts in 
England, while the men who left the Harnholm had 
their passages paid to Leith. The crew of the 

Countess of Aberdeen, who were present at the 
Meeting, said they had been told that they must 
either sign the Iederation ticket or leave the 
steamer that night. They were prepared, they 
said, to adopt the latter course. A seaman 
Temarked that he thought the men of the Ben 
Macdhwi had been treated very unfairly. They 
Signed the articles at Swansea three weeks ago, 
and they have been taken north, far away from 
their homes, under the understanding that they 
Would be kept on under the same terms as th» 
had signed the artic'es for. (Cries of “ Shame.”) 
Fedn - got to Aberdeen they were met by tx 
th — lon ticket, had it pointed at them anu tole 
at unless they accepted it they must leave the 
ateawer. He thcuzht that very herd indeed, but he 





was glad to know that their fare home was to be 
paid by the Union. Another member said that the 
men of the Cwvie had been asked to sign the 
ticket and had refused, but as they had to give 
and get 24 hours’ notice, they had gone another 
trip before leaving. The secretary reported that 
the total number of men on strike was thirty-six. 
Hight men of the Glassalt, who had left the 
Glassalt at Arbroath on Saturday night, had, he 
explained, to be added to the roll. They had got 
a victory at Arbroath, however, for the captain had 
been forced to take a Union crew after all, and the 
steward had likewise to join the Union. (Applause.) 
Later on the s.s. Duchess of Fife arrived and s.s. 
Spray. Both crews were offered the Federation 
ticket. Both have refused and are to be ashore 
Wednesday night. The owners are trying their 
utmost to cow the men into submission, but there i3 
an old Scotch proverb which says, “ He that lives 
loncest will see the maist fairlies.” 


SUNDERGAND ERANCH. 


At the weekly meeting, Feb. 23, at the Dog and 
Pheasant, Mr. J. W. Peiest in the chair, there was 
a good attendance of members. The minutes were 
confirmed and the secretary read letters from 
London, Cardi, Hamburg, and several other 
p:aces. There was a stat meat made to the meet- 
icg that ships, which ia a good many cases were 
provided with life belts according to the require- 
uents of the Life Saving Appliances Bill, had the 
belts in places where in emergency they could not 
be got at by the crew, they being kept in such 
pla es as the after peak, some in !ockers in ch.rt 
houses where they would have to fight their way 
through cushons, lids, and other ob-tacles.

A vote 
vf thanks to Messrs. Palgrave and Murphy was 
nisse’. A letter was also read from Mr. McKevitt, 
secretiry of the Dandalk Branch, who complained 

bout Bro. Patrick Irwin, No. 257, of our Branch, 
was a cloak for scabs, and refused to stand by him 
in Dundalk. Resolved, that Patrick Irwin be fined 
10s. for his condnet, that his name ard No. be 
i.serted in SZAFARING, and no contributions be 
‘ec ived from him until the fine be paid (secre- 
t:r'es please note)—Bro. Troy comp'ained that he 
-uw aman going on board the brig Anna Mary, 
and he was informed he was a long way in arrears 
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of his contributions, while plenty of good-paying 
members were idie. Hespoke toa brother on board 
who promised that he should show a clear card, or 
they would not sail with him. Complaint was 
therefore left open for the outside delegate to make 
inquiries. Bro. C. Langain then complained that 
the crew of the s.s. General Gordon left their own 
ship and shifted a boat into the dock, thereby 
depriving our brothers of a tide’s work. After 
discussion, it was resolved that sailors and firemen 
of this Union do not work on board any vessel 
except the one they signed articles for, unless they 
first sign clear of their own vessel, and sign new 
articles on board the other vessel. Members acting 
contrary to this to be fined 10s. each. Bro, 
Kavanagh laid a complaint against Bro. E. Carroll 
of this Branch, that he backed out of his vessel 
and created inconvenience by doing so. This was 
the sccond time he did so, and it was through his 
own fauit, thereby bringing a bad name on his 
brother members. After discussion, it was resolved 
that Bro. Kavanagh be summoned to next meeting to 
explain his conduct. Bro. Walsh then came for- 
ward to answer a complaint laid against him by 
his shipmates that he backed out of the s s. Marley 
after he had received his money, thereby entailing 
unnecessary hard work on his shipmates who had 
to go to sea shorthanded. Bro. Walsh pleaded that 
he over-slept himself, but denied getting any 
money but what was due to him. After some dis- 
cussion it was decided that the case be adjourned 
till next meeting, and that Bro. Walsh leave a 
written statement of his defence in the hands of the 
secretary, also that his shipmates leave their state- 
ment. ro. Saunders then complained of the bad 
treatment members received by going in a man’s 
room, that in fact they did not earn as much as 
kept them. It was then resolved that any man 
goiny in a man’s room stay there for a week, or 
receive a week’s pay from the man in whose room 
he went, and that if he enters one day on the 
second or more weeks that he receive a week’s pay 
for each week he entered on, The chairman then 
addressed the meeting on the strides our Union was 
mikinz. We were now foremost in the ranks of Trade 
Unionism, and it would be our own faultif we had 
to fall back to the rear. The time had now arrived 
for each individual to prove whether he was a 
Trades Unionist or a scab. If he was a Trades 
Unionist he must subscribe liberally to the funds 
and not let them down. He was sure there were 
none there that night but would sacrifice a little, 
when they could all see the clear sea before them, 
for we were fast leaving the breakers through which 
we had been so ably piloted by onr invincible chief, 
The storm of the Free Labour Federation was 
breaking, and the clear sky and sea of liberty was 
open to all that were not afraid to stand by their 
little craft SEAFARING, that had now weathered 
nearly all the bud weather.

MANNING SHIPS. 
To the Lditor of “ Seafaring.” 


S1k,—Please allow me, through the medium of 
your very valuable, widespread, and influential 
SEAFARING, to pass a few remarks on the above 
subject. That most of our present large steamers 
are unjustly manned is well known both to seamen 
and our energetic friend, Mr. Samuel Plimsoll, who 
so ably spoke on the matter at the late Glasgow 
Congress, and I trust his efforts will meet with a 
decided success. I would like to know which party 
is in fault on this point—Board of Trade or ship- 
owners? No matter which, I firmly say such an 
unjust way of working sailors and firemen should 
not betolerated. An officer or captain will tell you 
that we are provided with steam winches, and the 
complement of eight hands and two boys are quite 
sufficient. They may also tell you the petty officers 
are included in the work. But it’s not so in steam 
liners, Those steam winches are covered up imme- 
diately after leaving dock, and in that way remain 
just for ornament all the passage to India or China; 
no help to our few men. In our 3,000 ton steamers 
there are six to seven steam winches, and, bear in 
mind, for every winch one or two men are cut off the 
ship’s proper complement of crew. The story owners 
and masters tell you that the winches do the work 
of deficient men is totally false, as they are not 
allowed to be used atsea. They are only used foricargo 
in port, and you can imagine the size of sails and gear 
ropes, etc., in those large 3,000 ton steamers, The 
present unfair complement of sailors all toldis ten, 
who are divided into two watches, consisting of four 
men and a boy (sometimes not that) to pull and 
haul those heavy sails about, with various other 
heavy and unnecessary jobs, which if properly gone 
into would fill a whole paper. Again, if a man is 
knocked down in some sickness, and at night one 
on the look-out, we have too few left to do the 
work. I never had in all my long experience in 
sailing-ships, so much pulling and hauling, setting 
and taking in sail, in most cases quite unnecessary, 
The old song says, “ Far, far upon the sea our good 
ship speeding free,” which is all very well for owners 
and merchants, but I hope the public will soon join 
inthe chorus of a new song for good ship manned 
with sufficient Union men, Until then there will 
be no peace at sea. Allow me to give you an in- 
stance of the work done by the few men left in the 
watch. Itis that one of those book-made young 
officers of no experience who stands on the bridge, 
all airs and buttons, shouts at the top of his 
childish voice, “Set the foretopsail.” Observe, the 
wind at this time is right ahead! Other orders. 
similar, such as—“ Set fore and afters ” (wind ahead) 
No sooner have these unfortunate few men finished 
mastheading these sails than the next order from 
our would-be officer is ‘‘ Clew up your topsail ” and 
‘Bear a hand, boys”; also, “ Lower;away your try- 

ails ; be handy, now, with them; look alive,” and 
soon; thus giving double and unnecessary work, 
just to show his authority and see the long- 
experienced British seamen sweat and toil to please 
him. Is this fair, or is it not? We want reform 
somewhere, and the sooner the better.—Yours tiuly,

CRIMPS, OWNERS, AND SO-CALLED SEAMEN 
To the Editor of “ Seafaring.” 


DeAk Siz,—The other day a crew signed on in 
Rotterdam to join an English steamer then lying in 
Sunderland. As proof how much harm those so- 
cailed shipping masters may do, be it said that 
some of that crew had never been to sea before, 
and only two could speak and understand English. 
Surely, the owner who, by the way, is one of the 
heads of the Free Labour movement, would benefit 
by taking Union men aboard his ships. ‘The Ist of 
Dec. last year, when we were battling with the 
hurricane in which so many ships and lives were 
lost, when our steering-gear was disabled and we 
were in actual danger, where wasthe crew? Hiding 
themselves in their bunks, when they had got but 
a suspicion of a bruise; one was found under the 
forecastle head, and it was only through the firm 
conduct of our cool-headed captain and mates that 
the ship came through it, When we were on our 
home passage (that is, back to Rotterdam), one of 
that illustrious crew wanted to drop the anchor in 
mid-ocean, and had already unfastened the ropes 
wherewith it was to be heaved out. More than 
once I have heard both the mates declare that they 
hardly dared to work with the sailsin night time, 
for fear their unhandy crew should take the wrong 
ropes and damage the ship. The wages they paid 
those men were £3 15s. But what do they pay to 
the crimp who sends them aboard? He does not 
ask “ Is that man able to go to sea,” but only “ How 
much does that fellow pay me in my pocket ?”—

ENGINEERS AND FIREMEN. 
To the Editor of “ Seafaring.” 


S1r,—Although disposed to put the most charita- 
ble construction possible upon the reticence of 
engineers in approaching, through the columns of 
SEAFARING, the much vexed question of the admis- 
sion of certificated ex-firemen as members of the 
M. E. Union, I am forced to the conclusion that 
the ominous silence of the leaders of the body can 
only be attributed to one of two causes—either 
they have no defence to make to the arguments 
already adduced by firemen, or with the well-known 
characteristics of the party they are content to 
wrap themselves up in their own conceit and look 
down with supreme contempt on the legitimate 
aspirations of those who are earnestly contending 
for the due recognition of the rights they have so 
justly earned. These remarks apply, of course, to 
the correspondence which has been going on for 
some time in your journal, and with the view of 
elucidating a garbled statement which appeared 
lately, copied from the official organ of the M. E.U, 
I propose to go over some of the objections there 
advanced, and see what they are worth in point of 
fact. By way of preface, I may observe in passing 
that the relative efficiency of shop-bred engineers 
and experienced firemen in the capacity of sea 
engineers has been fairly thrashed out already ; but 
permit me to add that it seems to me far too much 
is made of the mere matter of handling the tools. 
I am acquainted with many seagoing engineers who 
served their time as turners, and consequently know 
as much about the technique of “ fitting” as a 
bricklayer, while others have been bred in the 
manufacturing of machinery totally unknown in 
the propulsion of steamers, and quite foreign to 
anything pertaining thereto. fo far as the prin- 
ciples and functions of steam and steam-engine go, 
these men could not possibly have the slightest 
practical acquaintance with such matters until 
after their appointment on board, which appoint- 
ment, nine times out of ten, is secured through the 
influence of a friend in court. On the other hand, 
“Shovel” begins his apprenticeship to sea engi- 
neering in the bunkers as coal trimmer, and by his 
own dogged perseverance has to work up through 
all the practical details and laborious toil of fire- 
man, greaser, water tender, donkeyman, etc., until 
he reaches comparative ease and respect by being 
appointed to the charge of the chief’s watch in 
some outside steamer where engineers are not so 
plentiful as in the regular liners; there he may 
remain for many years without further hope of 
promotion, seeing fledglings from the shop, whom 
he has himself nursed through all their infantile 
ignorance of the craft of attending engines and 
boilers, putting in their twelve months probation 
and securing their certificate. Only by an extra- 
ordinary stroke of good fortune does ‘ Shovel” 
manage to get signed on the articles as junior 
engineer. Then does his Board of Trade service 
begin ; four weary years must he yet plod on before 
his probationary period expires. In a word he may 
reckon on passing at least the best ten years of his 
life before there is the remotest prospect of bettering 
his position ; in all conscience an ample apprentice-

ship. The ordinary duties of an engincer at sea, 
are of such a character that any man of ‘ordinar 
intelligence in a short time readily masters the 
essential details of his daily duty, while in port the 
routine work repeated voyage after voyage of Strip. 
ping a brass, tightening a bearing and such like, do 
not call for any great amount of skilled workman. 
ship. Moreover, it cannot be denied that the demand 
of the age in the certificated grades in marine engi. 
neering is not so much skilled hands, as clear 
educated heads, capable of grappling with the 
scientific principles of the profession, and anyone 
at all acquainted with the history of the steam 
engine in its earlier developments, knows perfectly 
well that very few of the illustrious names agsooj. 
ated with it were in any sense shop-bred mechanits 
In the face of these facts, surely the M. E. U, have 
not the presumption to maintain that special bril. 
liant mental endowments are the peculiar property 
of its members. The Author of “ Why Steamers 
don't Pay,” who rushes so precipitately into print 
with his extracts from the Engineers’ Gazette 
must, on calm reflection, recognise the extravagance 
of his laudatory comment on the editor’s remarks, 
and the misconception of right and wrong mani. 
fested by that gentleman in his bold assertion thar 
ex-firemen have no moral claim to a certificate, 
Had he told us they had no legal claim under the 
autocratic dictatorship of the Engine Makers’ So 
cieties he names, his statement would have been 
more plausible, but let me remind him that every 
man has an unquestionable moral right to aspire 
to the highest social distinction his industry and 
intelligence may command. It would be interesting 
to know on what grounds he, the chief engineer, 
sets up as journalist, and editor of a public paper. 
The remainder of his remarks about the spirit and 
letter of the Act and the law of the Board of Trade 
Officials is simply nonsense. The law of the 
Statute Book in relation to non-professional as- 
pirants for certificates clearly states that no one is 
eligible to present himself for examination until ha 
has passed at least four years in an engine-room, 
entirely in charge of a watch, and the exclusive 
control and management of the engines and boilers, 
I can assure the readers of SEAFARING that when 
“Shovel” dares to present himself for the coveted 
“honours,” the examiners take good care he shall 
earn his spurs as dearly as possible, by fulfilling the 
stipulated conditions to the letter, and passing a 
most rigid exam. practically and theoretically. In 
reference to the easy exam. in arithmetic and 
random elementary questions, which presumably 
applies to all candidates, let anyone, who is curious 
to know, consult one of the advertised coaches who 
prepare those bond fide gentlemen for the ordeal, 
and he will learn for himself the agonies these 
patient tutors have to endure, hammering into the 
heads of their pupils the elementary rules of arith- 
metic, and the mysteries of lap and lead, and cut 
off by the aid of paste-board, slide valves, and 
other suggestive devices in experimental engineer- 
ing. The whole tenor of the article proves to 
demonstration the unbridled jealousy and empty 
pride of the party, whom it may be safely affirmed 
have sprung, with but few exceptions, from the 
same lowly sphere of humble industrial life as their 
less favoured fellow labourers, the firemen. The 
members of the M. E. Union must bear in mind 
that all the pomp and prestige they enjoy is directly 
attributable to the influence of the Act of Parliament, 
and the sooner they, as a body, alter their present 
attitude, the better will it be for their future 
respect and prosperity. When the law, through 
its executive, declares aman “competent,” n0 
mere whimsical and selfish quibbling on the part 
of a few interested individuals need hope to thrust 
that authority aside with impunity. In the mean- 
time, I hope some of my opponents will prove their 
title to superiority by stooping from their elevated 
pedestal of professionalism to answer this plain

COOKS AND STEWARDS. 
To the Editor of “ Seafaring.” 


DEAR Sir,—I notice in SEAFARING of Jan. 31,4 
letter from Mr. W. Nicho!son (who, I suppose, 
either a cook or steward), complaining that the 
grievances of his class are not ventilated in your 
columns, Now I must say that he cannot have been 4 
constant reader of your paper or he would ne 
have made such a statement. I consider that “ 
grievances have been well ventilated in per : 
by different correspondents. But if we, asa oe 
have not received the amount of notice your nn 
spondent would like, whose fault is it? Is es 
certainly say our own. I have sent several le om 
to your paper on the grievances of the coo A 
stewards, and they have always been ager 
know only too well that a great number 0 
and stewards think themselves something §™ 
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to-the seamen and firemen, and think they are 
toacertain extent lowering their dignity by asso- 
ciating with them. A master told me only the 
other day that I ought to consider myself some- 
thing superior to the men in the forecastle, adding 
that I'was a petty officer. Of course, this souncs 
very flattering to one who is fool enough to swallow 
it. Masters of ships do not like to see the steward 
on good terms with the crew, for if such be the case 
they know there must be a screw loose somewhere, 
and that the steward is trying as far as he is able 
to satisfy the men, which means so much out of 
the skipper’s pocket when he provisions the ship. 
Qne master told me to take no notice of the men, as 
growling was a natural propensity with them, adding 
“Jf you fed them on lamb and green peas it would 
be just the same.” However, my object is to point 
out to my brother cooks and stewards that we do 
not take that interest in our Branches that we 
should, in proof of which I will give you the follow- 
ing instance :—Last summer the Hull Branch drew 
up a scale of wages for the port, which the ship- 
owners agreed to pay, and as far asthe cooks and 
stewards were concerned, no wonder ; for under the 
new scale, my wages are a shilling less per week 
than they were ten years ago. The wages in Hull 
to-day are: Weekly cooks and stewards, £1 11s. 4d., 
out of which we have to pay to the masters from 7s. 
to'9s, a week for provisions, which leaves us 22s. and 
24s. respectively. Ten years ago I was receiving 
24s. and found, and for my provisions the master 
was receiving from the shipowner 14s. per week, 
sothat my actual wages (to the shipowner) was 
£1 18s. weekly. When the Hull scale of wages was 
drawn up, there were scores of cooks and stewards 
in the port, but not one of them said a word on the 


subject until it was toolate. I must add that I | 


was at sea at the time, therefore 1 am in no way 
to blame for this state of things. In conclusion, I 
would urge upon my brother cooks and stewards to 
attend their meetings and help to legislate for 
themselves and not leave it to others, and then 
growl when it is too late-—I remain, dear Sir,
